{lext! The aeronautical exposition of Farnborough which 
nded 7 September, did not reveal big new steps in joint 
production ventures. However, given new life in recent 
months by two events--the proposed European Combat Air- 
eraft (ACE) and the establishment of the European EMDG 
consortium with British participation, prospects for 
Franco-British cooperation were a subject of great in- 
terest at this exhibition. 


‘or civil aviation,/ Great Britain's full-fledgec entry into Airbus Indus- 
tries with 20 percent participation dates back only 2 years; however, Air- 
bus represents the biggest single factor in the turnover of British Aero- 
space (BAe), which mainly builds airplane wings. Great Britain had on sev- 
eral occasions ecpressed its desire to increase its participation in Airbus, 
but as is the case for the A-310, the present ¢ivision of responsibilities 
would have to be re-worked in any new veisions. 


‘On the military side,/ the question of continuing to manufacture the 
Jaguar (built by Dassault and BAe, 579 of them sold in 5 countries) is be- 
ing studied. The French Air Force seems still interested in modernization 
f this aircraft which should survive until 1990. 


But the main question remains the proposed future combat aircraft, intended 
to equip, in the Nineties, the French, British, and German forces, with a 
market of 700 planes. The general feasibility of the project has been 
asserted by the industrials (BAe, Dassault, and MBB). But the questions 

of cost, strategic choices (the needs of the three forces are far from being 
identical) and political choices make the decision far from being achieved 
at the governmental level. 

















fhe French and British posittons appear closest, both with regard to the 
oncept of the airplane and the export strategy (the FRG still showing 
itself to be hesitant about taking into account this criterion in mili- 
tary projects). There remains that fact that the three countries are in 

a way condemned to cooperate, given the cost of the project (we are speak- 
ing of 40 billion Fr.), which makes it above the means of any one state. 
This despite recent statements by the German minister of defense to the 
effect that the FRG would find itself unable to tender its support, after 
the big overruns encountered in the development of the Tornado (in coop- 
eration with [t.\yv and Great Britain). 





A detalied accord becomes urgent, for the English want to see this aircraft 
enter into service by |988, whereas in France there is talk of 1990-1992. 
In absense of a decision, there will probably be movement toward a "mini- 
joint venture’ based on an existing American project. However it goes, 

it seems clear that, even in the case of s.ccess, this cooperation wil! 

not encompass weapons systems, which will be developed separately. It 
could be the same with a good part of the paraphernalia, not to mention the 
radar, regarding which the British do not seem to share Tnomson's conf i- 
dence in its ability to achieve as high-performance a "Doppler pulse" as 
the Americans. 


meerning helicopters,/ cooperation between Aerospatiale and Westland on 
the Gazelies, then on the Lynx, the Sea King, and the Puma, stil! in produc- 
tion, has built a solid foundation. An agreement in principle was signed 
two vears ago between the ministers of defense of 4 countries (Creat Britain, 
france, Italy, and FRG) for establishment of the European Helicopter Corp- 
oration (EHC) as a GIE [Economic Interest Group]. This structure remained 
dormant to the benefit of bipartite accords following the decision of 
Westland to build the "EH=-101" with Agusta. Aerospatiale could however 
rejoin this group for the development of its civilian versions. Also, a 
protocol of intention has been signed between Aerospatiale and Westland to 
develop the WG-34, the heavy successor for the Nineties to the Sea-King 
and the Super-Puma. 





/iIn the missile sector,/ the major event of recent months has been the es- 
cablishment of EMDG (Euromissile Dynamics Group, comprised of Aerospatiale, 
‘Ae, and MBB) as a CIE, basically established to produce third-generation 
anti-tank missiles. Except for the Matra-BAe joint venture on the "Martel" 
alr-to-ground [missile], EMDG marks Great Britain's first entry into Euro- 
pean cooperation on missiles; this entry follows Britain's decision to 
build the "Milan" anti-tank missile under "Euromissile” licensure, presently 
in production at BAe. ‘The establ‘shment of EMDG, in preference to British 
entry into Euromissile, has been interpreted by malicious tongues as an ex- 
pression of Franco-German distrust of British intentions (one recalls the 
English choice of the American "TOW" over the Franco-German "HOT" which 

was clearly superior)... 


In any case, it certainl, seems that the marriage is now final--at any rate 
a divorce would cost Creat Britain dearly, and the merger of EMDG with the 
"ASEM" GIE (anti-ship missiles) is qooseast over the medium term.

juipment,/ the programs being less costly, competition has stolen a 
re) cooperation, which is less essential. It is developing only in a 
‘ry spotty fashion for the "big" projects. Thus, for Airbus, the blind 
proach systems WGD ! (A-300) and 2 (A=-310) have witnessed the collabor 
rion of Sfena and Smiths (with Bodenseewerke of Germany); the first two 
mpanies are together again for the automatic flight command (CADV) of 
the A=310. We also mention, regarding this same aircraft, the agreement 
between Smiths and intertechnique for the fuel-gauging system. 


On helicopter equipment, cooperation is still more rare, and comes down 
most often to manufacture under license (we mention the Doppler 79 and 
* radars of Deeca manufactured by EMD for the Lynx and Puma). 


In the field of space,/ beyond ESA [expansion unknown] where the contri- 
bucion of France and Great Britain remain comparable (respectively 10 and 
6 percent for Spacelab and 21 and 15.5 percent for "obligatory" programs), 
the prospects for bilateral cooperation remain weak. France's decision 
to license Franco-German accords (direct satellite TV) and the wrangling 
within FSA over the establishment of Ariane-space (British participation 
there is only 2.4 percent) have forced Great Britain to curb its national 
ambitions. To be sure, BAe remains the leader in the L-Sat TV broadcast- 
ing satellite for ESA, and all the while continues research on a satellite 
system for direct national TV for 1985, but budgetary restrictions will 
prohibit any new commitments to a space program before 1985. 


The cooperative contribution will thus continue to be made by the MESH 
consortium (Marta, Erno, Scaab, and Hawley Sideley, this latter subsumed 

now in BAe). Smoothly polished and having arrived at a good mix of special- 
izations, it has become an almost mandatory partner in European satellite 
projects. ic is the lead partner in the ECS and MARECS satellites. and 

BAe is even a sub-contractor to Matra for the French project Telecom 1; 

the two firms are also working together on research on the future LASS and 
COMSS [expansions unknown] tele-detection satellites. 




















Cooperation between France and Great Britain, like that between France 
and Germany, has never been based on sentiment.

LAW ON SOCIAL SBCURITY PASSED AT LAST MINUTE 
Bruesele KNACK in Duteh 13 Aug 80 p 23

Text The authorizing bill for social security was 
paseed last Saturday in the nick of time. The fact that 
differences of opinion between the social partner: were 
too ateat has prevented Minister Dhoore from being con- 
crete in his proposals, so that here and there a fair 
number of blank spaces occur. 


The Martens administration committed itself in the government agreement to 
work out @ proposal, including the basic options for social security, prior 
to the parliamentary vacation. These main themes would then be submitted 
to the parliament in September. Minister of Social Welfare Luc Dhoore 

had originally thought he would be able to keep the proposals academic and 
on the level of principles, and to make their implementation dependent on 
annual or biannual parliamentary decisions. This was not to the liking of 
the unions who wanted the annual loss of time and the uncertainty which 
continues to threaten the various categories of social benefits to be over 
with immediately. Thus, the unions felt that a fundamental reform of social 
security would also immediately clarify the way in which the systen would 
be able to function without deficit in the coming years, and how and by 
whom it would be financed.

Thus, the government brought out the figures. In 1981, it would freeze its 
intervention in social welfare at the 1980 level, including the program bill, 
but not including the other budget cuts (the 2.2 percent per m\nistry and 
the 13 billion francs spread over all the ain'stries). Based on the index, 
the government came up with a figure of 128.6 billion franca. Consequently, 
it cousd aiready be figured out at this point that social security for the 
workers would be saddled with a deficit of # billion francs next year, 
subdivided into 1.© billion for health care, 4.1 billion for health insu- 
rance and disability paymentr and 24.4 billion for retirement benefits. 

Ome cannot yet speak of a real deficit with regard to retirement benefits, 
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but rather of eo many billion france less in receipts, with the resulc that, 
in 2 years time, the retirement sector -- which, in 1979, still had a sur- 
plus of 45.4 blilien francs == saw ite reserves completely disappear. /in- 
ally, there ie still a sector which is doing well, that of family allowances 
where a surplus of 5.6 billion francs is expected for 1981. But this gets 
lost again in the overall analysis of costs and profits of the social secu- 
rity eyetem, so that in the end the government also expects an extra expen- 
diture of 5 blilion frances for unemployment. Altogether this produces a 
defleit of W billien france for 1981 for which the government prepared a 
recovery plan at the beginning of last week. There would have to be extra 
savinge of up | 15 billion francs, new contributions in the anount of 

{3.4 billion would have to be found, the state would turn over 2.8 billion 
ifter all, ond 2.@ billion francs would be skimmed off the retirement fund. 
As a result of oll this, the social benefits sector would be balanced next 
year, and the total costs for the state would amount to 132.9 billion 
france for social welfare (the 128.6 billion, plus the 2.8 billion from the 
latest recovery plan) and 69.3 billion for unemployment, together 202.2 
billion francs.

Mathematically speaking, everything was .1 order once again, and the poli- 
tical debate could begin.

The unions are proposing the elimination of the 
wage limits which now exist for the calculation of workers’ and employers’ 
contributions for health and disability (wage limit 53,075 francs), for 

uw omployment (only for workers 32,100 francs) and for retirement benefits 
(only for white collar workers 53,075 francs), and to put the proceeds -- 
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which would amount to 21 billion francs -- at the disposal of retirement 
benefite and disabllity payments. This would not only promote solidarity 
between upper and lower level wages; by reducing at the same time the rate 
of contributions with a few tens of percentage points, this would also turn 
out favorably for employment. Only the energy sector, the chemichal sector 
and the banks would experience an increase in their share of contributions, 
but they are not the sectors which have been directly and painfully affected 
by the crisis. Moreover, the unions feel that the state, which has paid 
out 115 billion francs less in social security since 1976 than it had pro- 
mised, can no longer escape its responsibility. In the various sectors, 
orimarily in the health and disability sector and the retirement sector, 
the state should commit itself to fixed percentages which would be men- 
tiored specifically and by amount in the texts. 

Se, it becomes a question of further watching for September and for the 


social power relationships which will ultimately decide on the figures to 
be filled in.

iritie Stetentoof declared angrily that the national debt can only bring 
about artifictal *ull esployment as a consequence of low growth rates -- 
in other worts, “postponed unemployment.” Ae far as the others were oo - 
cerned, however, Lt was postroned full employsent;: not enough woney had 
been poured in to stahilige the situation. 


Accoriing to Dieter /esper, an expert on fiscal policy with the Jerman 
Inatitute for Economic Research in Berlin, the curbing of the new~<iebt 
buildup that was done so swiftly back in 1976 under pressure from the op- 
position has had “effects that clearly tend to exacerbate crisis”: 

“A short-range stop-ani-go policy destabiliszes expectations. For this 
very reason, fiscal policy has to accentuate the expansive course.”

To be gure, it was only the federal government's debt policy that was 
mentioned eo loutly, while that of the other governmental entities was 
politely played down -- even though their debt sanagers were working with 
debts of similar size.

Schleawig-Holetein's Minister-President jerhard Stoltenberg was built up 
as a top man in the CDU and ite fiscal policy spokesman. ith grave, 
atateamanlike alien, the tall Holseteiner has since then been complaining 
about Chancellor Heleaut Schmidt as the greatest contractor «f debts in 
erean history. %ut it would not do to epeak of Laenier debts as well, 
since ‘erhard Stoltenberg is the debt champion of the Laendier league. 

The structurally weak Land of Schleswig-Holetein sanaged to achieve a net 
borrowing level equal to 11.1 percent of ite revenues in 1979. Thus, it 
is surpassed only by Sremen, the city-state universally castigated in thie 
regard and one which covers 11.9 percent of ite revenues with new credits. 


Stoltenberg, as well as Koschnick from Bresen, thus has to allot 7.5 per- 
cent of his government spending to service the debt. The average rate for 
all PRO citigens is only 3.° percent. 





It te true that the city-states of Bremen (DY 7,280), Serlin (DF 5,146) 
and Hamburg (DM 5,230) lead in per capita indebtedness, but Stoltenberg is 
by far the leader among the large-area laender. Schleewig-Holetein's 
citizens owe DY 3,008 per capita. At the oppos.te end of the scale is 
Bavaria, with DY 1,249. Wamburg was the only Land to reduce its debts 
once following the recession of 1973: That was in 1977, with a seager 

DY 10 million. 











torrowing by the federal eovernme.t, the Laender and the olties underwent 
auch dieorderly development in thie regard that it was absolutely impoa- 
sible to put together a coordinated econoaic policy via government debt.

A ease! ve application of the drug can pay off in so-called threshhold 
countries like °rael) or Mexico. Of course, wild rates of inflation and 
eonetiner cational bankruptcies as well can occur, but they are all accon- 
panied or succeeded by periods of very rapid growth -- following the im- 
port of new technologies for the country, for instance. 


Yoreover, growth socleties repeatedly have the chance to lessen the effect 
of even extreme covernment debt through a combination of increased produc- 
tivity and currency devaluation, “y contrast, industrial countries with 
seri saturated markete and private capital formation can no longer sub- 
scribe to such a course without risking social stability. Just as the 
tendering of government bonds leads to self-expropriation because of high 
inflation rates, elther the soney is invested elsewhere or the interest 
wates rise to nearly absurd levele -- as happened in the spring of 19°0 

in the .nited States. 


‘ecause of the already large government share in the econony, booms a 
recessions have ‘one since ceased to be so pronounced in any of the highly 
developed industrial societies. On ‘he other hand, the growth curve con- 
tinues to follow only a very flat course -- if at all. Under these condi- 
tlons, the saseive use of government debts for economic policy purposes 
becomes a9 open-end arrangement. 


Tn the ©? this arranwement has aleo acquired a legal basis aimed at last- 
ire etability: in 1969, under the influence of Economics Minister sar)

It was left up to posterity to determine when this balance was actually up- 
set. As long ae there ie structural unemployment there will never again 

>e@ @ balance in the conventional sense. In turn, unemployment will con- 
tinue to exist as long as age groups from years with high birth rates con- 
tinue to enter the ranks of the wage earners while, on the other hand, the 
trend toward “stagnation of indefinite duration” continues. The bottom 
line te thies No industrial society will be getting out of debt for the 
present, 


‘iven the pressure of such conditions, the financiers of the government 
budgets have soved further and further away from pure theory. They in- 
creasingly view debt policy as a conscious alternative to financing the 
work of government through taxation, They maintain that, in contrast to 

a high tax/income ratia deficit spending does not destroy society's pro- 
ductive impulses: Consequently, the elixir of a public credit injection 
would be quicker to act on private enterprise's income and production than 
would government spending financed through the regular buiget. 


Moreover, 60 say the defemiers of a loose debt economy, public debts -- or 
tne sale of government bonds -- keep the soney at home, since government 
bonis take their cue from the aovenent of interest rates on the capital 
rarket, and their attraction has frequently prevented private capital fron 
woing abroad, 


Tn the absence of significant growth rates, the debt system thus of neces- 
sity becowes a parallel budget which has no other function than to regular- 
ly add a few revolutions to the business cycle. Consequently, the debt 
machinery set in sotion by the Federal Republic oan end in only one of 


three ways: 


As a snowball systes, with higher debt levels every year accompanied by 
the risk of a total bust; 


As an inflation syster with the well-known illusionary effect, one which 
cannot lest, however; 


As a revolving system, in which the proportion of indebtedness is kept 
constant over a long period to enable regular coverage of a portion of 
budget requirements and to avoid unlimited tax increases. 


Only the revolving systes offers fiscal policy a certain amount of leeway 
and, soreover, the opportunity to incorporate into the debt cycle buiget 
outlays that lie on the boundary between consumption and investaent. Put 
after years of a precipitate accumulation of new debt, does the Federal 
Republic etill have a chance of staying in the revolving systen’ 
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Conservative debt critics eubait that by 1983 the FRG wi!l be assuming 
DM 21.2 billion in new debts, while already having to pay DM 21.6 billion 
in interest on the old debt. The new debts, jeer those who oppose thea, 
will then be just about enough to cover interest obligations, with sero 
buigetary leeway. 


"But thie caloulatior, which le supposed to suggest the senselessness of 
the government's debt policy, constitutes a somewhat hasty judgment,” said 
fiscal expert Wolfgang Kitterer on 8 February 1980 to the gentlenen of the 
Haden-Wuerttem ere Central Bank, 


For inatance, federal government plana call for reducing net borrowing 
from the dissying heights of the 1970's to a lesser volume by 1983, But 
anyone whe incurs fewer debte is aleo able to pay less in interest on old 
debte. He must consequently stop using his new debte to pay the high in- 
terest and very definitely earmark a portion of hie regular incone for 
thie purpose. What at first glance looks like bankruptcy ie in reality a 
move toward consolidation, 


However, calculated Kitterer, the Federal Republic co.ld in fact afford 
regular, annual new debte of even DH 41 billion, allowing for inflation, 
without stumbling toward bankruptcy. 


This is because in terns of percentages a new~<lebt level such as this 
would be no nigher than the projected increase in the gross national 
product, a nominal -- hence, including sonetary depreciation -- 7 percent. 
Allowing for interest obligations, a budgetary cushion of DM 18.7 billion 
would then be left over as a prop for the economy. “Things will not 
change very auch in this regard” up to the year 2000, says Kitterer. 


Only a Slim Margin Between 0.K. and K.0,. 


Ghaos will not threaten unless the Germans raise their public debt to 

10 percent annually instead of 7 percent. Saye Kitterer: “Then, in 50 
years, government spending would be financed twice as such by borrowing 
as by taxation, ami total tax revenues would amount to just enough to pay 
the interest due each year.” 


A rate of 7 percent will keep government finances healthy; 10 percent will 
push them over the brink -- the margin between O0.K. and K.0O. is desperate- 
ly slis. But it ie within this margin that West Germany's financiers now 
have to operate. It will be virtually impossible to finance new growth. 


Says former debt manager “arl Otto Poeh] in reference to his own past: 
"The problem which was not recognised at the time is that a deficit like 
thie can be reduced only with great difficulty.” And: “We cannot sain- 
tain the pace of indebtedness.” 
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To be eure, the Weet German economy will be faced repeatedly with the sane 
dilemaa in thie regard. Whenever the econoay becomes stagnant, the gov- 
ernment and the Central Sank will have to use large anounte of soney to 
try to foree an econoaic upturn, 


Sut will they be able to do that if the crucial prerequisites -- genuine 
demand and new producte -- are lecking?

oRIME MINISTER, MINISTER OF LABOR DISCUSS JOB PLAN 
He leinki HELSINGIN SANOMAT in Finnish 21 Sep 80 p 9 
[Article: "“Koivisto Predicts Increased Unemployment") 


Excerpt) According to Prime Minister Mauno Koivisto (Social Democrat) 
unemployment will increase. "The development of employment will hence- 
forth depend on the success of efforts to curb inflation. This coming 
winter's income solutions are in a key position,” stated Koivisto at 

a national employment seminar in Lahti on Saturday. 


The Prime Minister believes that even in a weakened market we can with a 
well - upped price competetiveness maintain a favorable export trend and 
employwent. However, according to Koivisto this demands in addition to 
a moderate income solution restraint on the part of enterprise with res- 
pect to investments and postponement of planned ventures until the re- 
cession. 


Prime Minister Koivisto was concerned that supply and demand with respect 
to the labor force will not match up. "The vocational and territorial 
imbalance of the labor markets means that unemployment as well as a 
shortage of labor will appear simultaneously, which for its part will in- 
crease the average rate of unemployment and will heighten the inflation- 
ary sensitivity of the economy while other area will follow the wage de- 
velopment of areas competing for a vocational labor force." 


According to the Prime Minister a vocational imbalance means a considerable 
challenge to the training and educational policy. "Presently an attempt is 
being made to put square pegs into round holes. Previously the holes were 
looser and the pegs were rounder,” stated Koivisto in referring to the 
isolation of vocational training and the apparent lack of desire by peo 
ple to change professions and localities. 


Koivisto warned the public administration against taking on large projects 
just in the name of employment. “The employment effect of pyramid ventures 
ie insignificant, they, on the contrary, easily result in a weakening of 


emp loyment." 
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"Trade Unio: Movement Concerned About Those With Jobs" 


Labor Minister Arvo Aalto (People's Democrat) was concerned about the de- 
sire of the trade union movement to concern itself with employment. “Tra- 
ditionally the resyonsibility for employment in our society has been borne 
by the political and trade union workers' movement through their organi za- 
tions and parties. Recently | have not, however, been able to avoid the 
impression that the trade union movement seems primarily interested in bear-~ 
ing the responsibility for the rights and interests of only those with 
jobs," stated Aalto. 


According to Director Matti Korhonen of the STK [Finnish Employers Associa- 
tion) the fect that enterprises keep excess personnel in their employ in 
comparison to the production development has even according to internation- 
al reports affected the growth of the unemployment problem during periods 
of recession and the postponement of necessary adjustments. 


Tt can be asked with justification whether it is better from point of view 
of a labor force policy, for example, that enterprises retain employees as 
long as possible to correspond with production and expected product on. 
If, on the other hand, enterprises also continuously adapt to the condi- 
tions of demand with respect to labor force expenditures, the labor force 
policy can be continuously readjusted according to actual deve lopment," 
stated Korhonen. 





Oivio Would Revise Unemployment Cards 


According to SAK [Finnish Confederation of Trade Unions) Chairman Pekka 
Oivio (Social Democrat) with the unemployment security tax it is possible 
to guarantee that unemployment compensation does indeed to a reasonable 
degree correspond with a loss of income and that the lifestyle of those 
who have become unemployed can thus in an economic sense be aqueranteed. 


"The SAK and unemployment fund require that the unemployment security tax 
cover the minimum demand that the current level of security be maintained 
and that it will continue to be possible to distribute the necessary unem- 
ployment compensation justly in proportion to taxation,” stated Oivio. 


In Oivio's opinion even in this period of unemployment it is justifiable 
to ask whether job applicants also include such individuals who previously 
were not at the disposal of the labor market and if the truth be told are 
not available now either. 


"In recent years through various measures it has become easier to be in- 
cluded under unemployment compensation coverage. In my opinion it is high 
time that a clarification be made as to whether opportunities for abuse 
of the system have also been created. This subject is approached with ti- 
midity. However, in the opinion of the trade union movement there is no 
rec3on to hesitate with respect to a clarification of this matter. The 
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matter is such that each incident of abuse -- inasmuch they occw == re- 
duces the development possibilities of the unemployment security system," 
stated Oivio. 


Approximately 700 trade union people participated in the employment seminar 
arranged by the local trade union organization in Lahti. In its concluding 
statement the employment seminar states that as we move into the 1980's we 
must at last adopt an all-inclusive social policy which presupposes exten- 
sive legislative reforms and measures.

CP LEADER WANTS KEKKONEN AS PRESIDENT AFTER 1984

[Interview with Finnish Communist Party Chairman Aarne Saarinen by Anneli 
Sundberg, date and place not given) 


[Text] Communist leader Aarne Saarinen hopes that on the threshold of a 
political autumn Prime Minister Mauno Koivisto (Social Democrat) would 
become more active in his undertakings and a little more friendly to the 
Communists. 


The Communists will not leave the government because of Koivisto's low 
profile, but they do feel their presence to be uncomfortable. 


Saarinen comes right out and says that the presidential game of Koivisto 
as well as others does affect the government's policies -- a game which 
has been facored in government offices, but which other party leaders are 
attempting *© hush up in public. 


Saarinen would gladly free them from their agony: if President Urho Kek- 
konen were to continue beyond 1984, party leaders would not be required 
to make many quick and fateful decisions. 


Saarinen himself intends to continue as chairman of the Finnish Communist 
Party until the magical year of 1984. A successor has not been found for 
him either. 


Why would the Communists give up a man who would be appealing even to the 
capitalist employer. Saarinen demands no salary for his work. He does 
not even desire the plush cushions of an official automobile or someone 
else's property -- at least not for himself. He is faithful to his em 
ployer, honest, tidy, and undemanding with respect to this lifestyle, and 
he is also a war veteran. 


Saarinen fought in the winter war as well as in the continuation war. He 
had doubts about going into the continuation war, but after discussing the 
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matter within his family it was decided that it was better to be at the 
front than a guard behind the lines. 


Saarinen is not getting by just on a military pension even though he is 
not receiving any salary from the party. Saarinen is receiving a salary 
from the state treasury as member of the Diet. He would if he could, 
tighten the purse strings of the treasury. In Saarinen's opinion a good 
yage and priveleges corrupt a politician. 


From Saarinen's spe@ches one gets the impression that it would not be a 
good thing to be his favorite in socialist Finland run by him. One would 
have to be a guardian of the public interest on a small salary. One could 
only dream about summer villas on the Mediterranian -- such as those owned 
by the director of the Polish Radio. Perhaps one would sometimes be able 
to attend anniversary celebrations of the trade union movement in the 
capitalist world. 


The realization of socialism in Finland is not exactly on the horizon, but 
Aarne Saarinen considers it possible that Finland's president could be a 
socialist. 


Editor Anneli Sundberg of HELSINGIN SANOMAT discusses various issues with 
Finnish Communist Party Chairman Aarne Saarinen: 


{Duestion]) Chairman Saarinen, vou stated a couple years ago that the most 
visible stars of the presidential game will have been burned out before 
the actual test. Did you mean Mauno Koivisto and Ahti Karjalainen? 


[Answer] Did I say that? Well, the nature of the game is such that there 
are those who could very well drop out of it. 


(Question) Koivisto and Karjalainen? 
[Answer] They and others. 
[Question] Urho Kekkonen also? 


[Answer] The general understanding seems to be that he does not intend to 
be a candidate. I do not know what will happen if a large group asks him 
to continue. Then the issue will become clear. 


[Question] Will the next president of Finland be a member of the bour- 
qeoisie? 


‘Answer! Tt is not certain. It is not a decisive matter to Communists 
whether the president is a Social Democrat or a member of the bourgeoisie. 
It is doubtful that a Communist or a People's Democrat can yet be a con- 
sideration. What is most important for us is the peculiarities of the 
individual in question, his trustworthiness as a promoter of our foreign 


, 


poliey, his ability, and skill. 
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[Question] Are you thinking about 4 particular individual? 
[Anewer) Not yet. There ia still much time, 


(Question) Are the party leaders waiting for hint from President Kekkonen 
before they dare to enter into a public discussion? 


|Anewer) I do not know, 


(Question) Mo you consider a presidential discussion to be detrimental to 
the country at this time? 


[Anewer|) I is quite natural that this matter is being discussed in all 
quarters. It has been 4 topic of discussion for a long time already. 


|\Duestion) Mh you consider it possible and desirable that President Kekko- 
nen should continue after 1964? 


[Anewer) [tt is not impossible. 
(Question) And what about desirable? 


[Anewer! Considering how difficult the question of a successor is, I 


would consider it desirable as liong as the president's condition and 
health remain good. 


[Question] Could the leftwing have a joint presidential candidate in 1984? 


{[Anewer) i principle, yes, but this is not enough unless the leftwing 
obte ne a majority of the electoral votes. We have before proposed to the 
Social Democrats that we find a joint candidate. In general their res- 
ponce has been necative. They joined us for the first time in 1968 

when I proposed that we support President Kekkonen. 


[Question] Could Koiviseto pe a joint candidate of the leftwing? 
[Anewer) I am not prepared to cive my final opinion on this matter. 


(Question) Will the next oresidential election be a repeat of the 1956 
election? 


|\Anewer!) I consider that very possible if Kekkonen is out of the picture. 
Each party will elect its own presidential candidate and the final out- 
come will occur in the same manner as in 1956. The ele ‘tors and their 
representatives will conduct negotiations among themselves. 


(Question) Thus the outcome would be decided between a strong Social 
hemocratic Party and strona Center Party? 














\Anawer)] That is poseible. The Social Democratic electoral group could 
become very large if == as it now seems «= the Social Democrats elect 
Mauno Koivisto as their own candidate. Apparently rightwing votem would 
also vote for Social Democratic electors, 


[Question] How much weight will the word of the SKDL [Finnish Peoples 
Hemecratic League) carry in the presidential elections? 


[Anewer) It will have 4 weight in proportion to the number of electora) 
votes we have out of the total of 300. And perhaps 4 little more, 


Question] © you consider it possible that the SKP [Finnish Communist 
Party) majority will vote with the Social Democrats for a Social lemocrat 
and the minority for a member of the bourgeoisie in 19864? 


\Anewer) TI do not believe such a situation will occur. I consider this 
matter to be #0 serious that the party and the SKEDL will have to reach a 
mutual underetandinga. 


[Question] Does the SKP congress intend to take a stand on the presi den- 
tial question next summer? 


|Anewer) A stand in principle will prabably be taken. A decision on the 
candidate will be left to the Central Committee. 


[Question] Would Chairman Saarinen be available as 4 presidential candi- 
date of the SKDL? 


[Answer] I do not expect that I will be in the picture at all. 
Gove rnment 


[Question] How much does the presidential game behind the scenes at this 
time affect policy, for example, in the government? 


[Answer] Apparently it does have some effect. I am not able to say how 
much. The prime minister at least seems to be very cautious. 


[Question] Do Kovisto's presidential illusions create his low profile? 


(Answer) Perhaps. He does not seem ready to place his personal prestige 
on the line in government policy. 


[Question] What is your evaluation of Maymo Koivisto's government? 


|Answer) His governmen: has both positive and negative traits. for 
example, in the budget negotiations the Social Democrats did not really 
have any of their own proposals. ‘They only approved the finance minister's 
decisions, which Koivisto supported. The intent apparently was to bypass 











us ~= at lea t in press releases -- and place the Social Nemocrats and the 
Center Party in the most important role. In this sence a controversy was 
created over agriculture. 


[Question] Will the Finnish Communist Party reevaluate government coop- 
eration if this comes about again in the local elections? 


|[Anewer) Certainly, the results of the local elections will give cauwe 
for an evaluation of the overall political situation. Nowever, we will 
have to do quite badly in the elections if we leave the government because 
of them. 


(Question) Are there negative pressures in the government? 


[Anewer) At least for the time being all the ruling parties are of the 
opinion that government should be continued, but it is possible that 

there will occur situations in which continued cooperation will become 
difficult, even impossible. It is my understanding that the income policy 
negotiations next year will turn out to be quite difficult. We proceed 
from the premise that 4 reasonable increase in the real income of the 

wage earner must be secured. This presupposes that the government will 
play some kind of a role in the negotiations. 


[Question) What kind of a role? 

{[Answer) Restraining prices and payments is a condition for being satis- 
fied with reasonable, nominal wage increases. Otherwise, wage demands 

can become quite high, which even in my opinion would not be a good thing. 
[Question] How is leftwing cooperation functioning in the government? 
[Answer) There is room for improvement. 


(Question) Has cooperation sometimes functioned better?

[Anewer) In the Finnish Communist Party there are various concepts of the 
rightwing and its danger. The considerable increase in support for the 
Conservative Party is, of course, a bad thing for the workers’ movement, 
but, on the other hand, the Conservative Party has changed. It has be- 
‘om less loyal to the corporations, less anti-Soviet, less anti-Commu- 
niet, and less militaristic than it was before the war and even ofter 

the war. 


(Question) Thus in Chairman Saarinen's opinion it is not so dangerous 
even if the Conservative Party grows? 


{[Anewer}) It is not as dangerous as the old, militaristic Conservative

(Question) When you were chairman of the Construction Workers Union, did 
you accept and comply with commands from the party?

industry? 
[Answer] It appears at all levels. 
[Question] How can a well-paid, morally degenerate, and alienated poli- 


tician be made to walk the straight and narrow? By reducing his salary, 
by shaving his head, by making a worker out of him again? 
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[Anewer) I do not have any advice. It is a difficult matter. Citizens 
should be more vigilant, and should participate more,

Juestion) Are you prevented from retiring after next summer's congress 
by the fact that an indisputable successor enjoying the trust of frater- 
nal parties has not yet been found? 

[Anawer) I have not thought of this as a problem. It can be assumed that 
I am ready to continue. If I were to unconditionally refuse, naturally, 
wother solution would have to be found. However, I consider that an un- 
conditional refusal would cause additional problem. In any event a 
heated discussion would arise, and I would not wish that there be a dis- 
ussion of personalities.

ELECTRICAL WORKERS UNION ELECTS CP GHAI RMAN

[Article: “A Communist Ascends to Leadership of Electrical Workers Union"| 


(Text) The Communists will install their own representative in the leader- 
ship of the SAK's [Finnish Confederation of Trade tnions') Electrical Wor- 
kers Union. In connection with a union meeting on Saturday Social Demo- 
cratic and Communist negotiating factions reached the unanimous decision 
that the union's four leadership positions will be distributed in accord- 
ance with the prevailing power relationships of the factions. Of the 
union's 26,000 members one-fourth is made up of People's Democrats and 
Communists. 


The office of union secretary is held by the Communists. In the negotia- 
tions agreement was reached on a social democratic promoted organizational 
reform, in which the duties of the union secretary and second secretary 
will be changed to that of two union secretaries. The reformed job des- 
Criptions were left to the discretion of the union committee, but even 
they were agreed upon in principle at this time. 


The changing of the power relationships in the union's leadership will 
occur naturally since Union Secretary Eino Halonen retires in November. 
Both chairmen, Vilho Pekkonen and Alpo Holi as well as Secretary Paavo 
Talala will continue in the leadership quartet. 


In addition to negotiations among the factions and a committee meeting, 
4a preliminary discussion of a list of proposals was also concluded on 
Saturday. The actual day for making decisions was Sunday, but in both 
factions it is expected that the results of the negotiations between the 
factions will be adopted. 


The matter of increasing membership dues remained the biggest question 
mark. In both factions there was clear opposition to increasing member- 
ship dues, and a proposal to freeze membership dues at 1.6 percent arose 
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as 4 seriow alternative. It was also proposed that increased operational 
expenditures be covered by unemployment funds, for example. 


On the other hand, in the controversy concerning a proportionate election 
method the factions agreed to postpone thie matter for another 4 years. 
The Communists would have been ready to adopt a change in the regulation 
at thie meeting already.

MITTERRAND DENIES CANDIDACY IN ELECTION, TAKES STAND ON ISSUES

[Text] Has Francois Mitterrand made his decision? This 

is what he clearly inferred yesterday, by saying to the 
journalists who were interviewing him (about his candidacy) 
at the Press Club of Europe 1: "You do not know it, but 

I do." 


Francois Mitterrand had taken great apins to keep this 
decision under wraps. Completely in control of his state- 
ments to the smallest detail, he applied himself for an 
entire hour to leaving a shadow of doubt. Everything in 
the first part of his interview however, led one to believe 
that the first secretary of the Socialist Party was virtu- 
ally a candidate. The care taken to strongly personalize 
with an "I" his analyses of Poland, like his asserted 
intention of showing himself not only as an embodiment 

of the Union of the Left but also as a "rallier" of those 
who reject power politics, was aimed at strengthening the 
idea of an alternative to Giscard. 


But at the end of the broadcast, there was again a feeling 
of doubt. The first secretary of the Socialist Party 
sincerely reaffirmed that he "never expressed the wish 
nor the intention of being a candidate." What is more, 
he explained that he was wondering if he could be more 
useful “as a uniting force within the Socialist Party or 
as the head of state". Shortly after, he reiterated 
"the esteem he has for Michel Rocard", even going so 
far as to add: "If the Socialist Party chooses Michel 
Rocard as its candidate (...) I will unite with him." 
Directly after however, he stated that there were some 
"questions" in his mind about the representative from 
Yvelines. This was a way of repeating that aside from 
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personal questions, there were some other political dif- 
ferences which had to be smoothed out before Michel Rocard 
could become the standard bearer of the Socialist Party. 
This in the event, obviously, that Francois Mitterrand 
would renounce his own candidacy. 


"If Rocard Is Chosen, I Will Unite With Him" 
Poland: An Impossible Coexistence 


Yesterday, speaking on Europe 1, Francois Mitterrand began by remarking 
on the events in Poland. For him, the worker's strikes presented "a 
greater question" than material demands: "that of national independence 
and the destiny of Poland itself". The first secretary of the Socialist 
Party was "glad to see the government yield and agree to negotiate". He 
stopped short of giving a definite prediction for the future, for in his 
opinion, it is "impossible for a marxist-leninist society to coexist 
with the establishment of institutional liberties". There is "incompati- 
bility between the two systems", and even "paradox". "There will be 
confrontation", added Francois Mitterrand, continuing, "I give my best 
wishes to the Polish working class for their liberty. I hope that they 
will know better than others how to avoid the risks that await them." 


As regards the consequences of Edward Gierek's departure, Francois Mitter- 
rand is waiting to find out the intentions of his successor, while repeating 
that "in the communist world, the problem of men is not at this determinant 
point". The dismissal of the former Polish leader could, in turn, alter 
relations between France and Poland. In this regard, Francois Mitterrand 
brought up the coming conference in Madrid on European security. "Can the 
French and the Poles formulate an original plan" on this subject? he 
asked. "This perhaps will not be the foremost preoccupation of the Polish 
leadership,” he went on to say. Faced with the internal crisis of this 
country, foreign leaders "must not think about what must be done if a 
catastrophy happens," Francois Mitterrand furthermore remarked, "but do 
everything possible to prevent a catastrophy from occurring." 





After having examined the situation of the Atlantic Alliance, (a jumble 
of facts), Francois Mitterrand went on to bring up the French political 
situation and more precisely, the state of the Union of the left, "which 
I would like to be able to help reform today". With regards to this, 

the first secretary of the Socialist — *+ repeated that the Common Pro- 
gram of the left was "a contract tha » oct imply the establishment of 
a communist society in France", but wa.cu © «t allow for "a transition 
towards socialism". It is then, he stateu, '‘a social-democratic program 
capable of initiating a change in society". "It is perhaps the very 
reason for the rupture” “our partner" wants, he asserted. 


Defense: against all non-European missiles in Europe 


A Soviet survey placed Francois Mitterrand in the "extreme right" of the 
French political spectrum, because he raised his opposition to the basing 
of Soviet SS20 missiles in Europe. "I was the only one to talk of it, 
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the president of the Republic did not say a word about it in his press 
conference concerning defense problems (...) But I am also against 
American Pershing missiles which are due to be based here in 1983." 


The first secretary of the Socialist Party then again declared himself 
convinced of the development of commercial exchange with socialist coun- 
tries and hostile to any "lessening" of exports of foodstuffs to these 
countries. 


The Polls Are Better Than They Were in 1974 


Bringing up the subject of the coming presidential election, the first 
secretary of the Socialist Party began by emphasizing that the polls are 
looking better for him than they did in the presidential elections of 

1965 and 1974 when he was a candidate. He restated that he "never expressed 
any desire nor intent to be a candidate". Stressing that the Socialist 
Party "was right" in not giving in to the pressures aimed at forcing it 

to declare its candidate several months ago, he repeated that beginning 

on October 19, anyone may present himself as a candidate. "There is no 
reason for anyone to rush", he added, "we will see who will be in a hurry 
and who will not." He specified that his party “will set the date beyond 
which no one may declare himself a candidate, at least before the congress 
which is to choose the candidate". After having said, "I am responsible 
for socialism in France", Francois Mitterrand furthermore explained that 
he was considering two questions: "Am I more useful as a uniting force 
within the Socialist Party or as the head of state?" and "Do T think I 

can help the country? I believe I can--can others? I am not summarizing 
all the events that led to my decision." He then stated: "A party head 
can be a candidate for president of the Republic, but he can no longer be 
at the head of the party." He went on to say that the function of presi- 
dent of the Republic would not have the "autocratic nature that the presi- 
dent of the Republic now has" in the event of a victory for the left. 

The candidacy of Michel Debre led him to say, "Michel Debre is a force as 
well as a man, a force of conviction. He is a worthy political opponent 
who plays an important political role." 


Two Against Change: Giscard and Marchais 


lf the socialist candidate is the only one from the left in the second 
ballot of the presidential elections, Francois Mitterrand is convinced 
that he can rally under his name the mass of communist votes. However, 
the socialist leader is conscious of the difficulty of the present 
situation. "Opposite the socialists," he said, "there are the two who are 
against change, Giscard and Marchais." To the question of what majority 
the socialists would have to govern, Francois Mitterrand answered by 
emphasizing the particular nature of the presidential election: ‘We want 
the president of the Republic to be elected by votes from the left, which 
will provoke a rally of the left in the second ballot." There can be no 
question “of wanting or consenting to an agreement with those who must 
leave their post with those who are in power today". Once elected, the 
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president 6: the Republic from the left would dissolve the National 
Assembly, he atated, tt would then by up to the political parties to 
“overcome their differences”, 


Despite the political and syndical aisunderatanding within the French 
left, Franecole Mitterrand remaine confident, because, he added, “I etill 
believe in the popular reaction” and in the “popular outburat of feeling” 
if a leftiet president of the Republic were elected, 


i Look Upon Rocard With Attention 


Francois Mitterrand ended hie interview with some appraisals of Michel 
Rocard, ‘It seeme that he wante to be a candidate for president. He 
feele capable of the position”, said the socialiet leader, noting “his 
esteem ‘or Michel Rocard, hie intelligence, vivacity and ambition”. “His 
desire for life te attractive to me", added Francois Mitterrand, cont inu- 
ing: “1 look upon him like that, attentively, with attraction and also 
with some questions. [t te up to him to anawer them.” Still unwilling 
to divulge hie own intentions for the presidential contest, Francois 
Mitterrand only asserted that “If the Socialist Party names Michel Rocard 
ae ite candidate, it will be because we thought that France is worthy of 
thie choice. I will be at the side of the socialist candidate,” he stated, 
"] will unite with hia.” 


Francois Mitterrand then ended his answers by leaving some doubt as to 

his decision. “At the least this situation is advantageous because for 

the next few weeks, you will question me (to find out if I am a candidate). 
You do not know, | do, and that is my edge over you.”

BARRE ANNOUNCES BCONOMIC MEASURES FOR MONTHS AHEAD 
Paris LE FIGARO in French 4 Sep 60 pp 1,6 


[Unattribuced article: “Barre Sete the Goal” and @ LE FIGARO summary “The 
Nine Economic and Social Decisions” | 


[Text] Raymond Barre has succeeded in getting the Council 
of Ministers to pass some economic measures that will mark 
the months ahead. In a message to the government, and in 
the course of a televised interview last night, he explained 
the rationale behind them. They have to do with consumption 
anc investment and are intended to enable France to avoid a 
recession while maintaining an adequate level of activity to 
prevent a decline in employment. It was necessary to give 
the French a feeling that the government is aware of their 
difficulties and, by setting forth a line of conduct, to 
remove doubt from their minds at a time when, with the 
presidential elections, they will be subjected to much poli- 
tical agitation. “In the confusion that will be produced,” 
said the prime m.oister, “people wili be asking themselves 
just where they really stand.” Hence the need to announce 
the measures summarized below. 


Francois Ceyrac, president of the CNPF [National Council 

of French Employers], making his reentry on Channel 2, 
implied, for his part, his backing of the prime minister, 
affirming that it “would be unreasonable to put to question 
again the general line of current policy.” For the leader 
of the business leaders, the important thing is to know if 
we are “capable of struggling effectively against our 
foreign competitors.” 


School Reentry Allowance: Increased 150 Prancs 


The so-called school reentry allowance consists of a monthly base allowance 
per family plus & Special supplement. The monthls base, which was increased 
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15.2 percent on 1 July, will be 219 france; previously, it was 1869 france. 
The supplement will be 150 francs per dependent child, It was 210 france 
last year [as published], ‘The school reentry allowance will thus be 
around 370 france. 


Familles entitied to it vill be those whose net taxable income for 1979 
fell below a ceiling of 25,880 francs plus 6,470 france per child, which 
means that in the case of a family with two children it will receive around 
5,000 francs a month in 1980, 


This will involve, therefore, 5 million children between the ages of 6 and 
16 years living with 2.3 million families, 


Old Age Minimum Inecme Allowance: Special Supplement of 150 Francs in 
November 


This supplement is in a way a heating allowance to be paid in November to 

all those persons entitled to an old age minimum income allowance, meaning 
those having an annual income of less than 16,500 francs. It will involve 
2 million aged persons and will cost 300 million francs. 


Last year, a supplement of 200 francs was paid in September, and another of 
150 francs in February. 


Maintenance of Farmers’ Buying Power 


The Council of Ministers confirmed the prior statements by the president of 
the Republic on maintaining the buying power of farm operators in 1980. 
Measures will be adopted during the second half of November in the course 
of the annual meeting between the farmers' organizat‘ons and government 
officials. 


Some days before this meeting, the Commission on Farming Statistics will 
have published ite forecasts in regard to changes in farming income. This 
,ear, the volume of farm production will be high, but farm prices do not 
follow the evolution of the cost of living, and farming costs (fuel, 
fertilizers...) have risen very considerably. The government, which has 
already distributed 1.8 billion francs in subsidies of various kinds to 
the farmers since the beginning of the year, could extend them an addition- 
al 2 billion francs or so either in the form of a tax accommodation (value 
added tax or overall rebate) or through a loosening of credit restrictions 
or by taking into account certain annual debt repayments or deferring 
amortization of tarming credit loans. The measures will almost surely be 
sectorialized in accordance with the very different situations prevailing 
in various regions and modes of production. 
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10,000 Government=-Backed Loans Through Savings Banks and Keal Estate Loan 
Companies 


This measure was announced prior to the August vacation month by Michel 
d'Ornano (see our 27 June issue). Already at the beginning of the year, 
10,000 government-backed loans had been made available through savings 
banke and ceal estate loan companies by the Deposit and Consignment Office. 
About one-third were to be distributed by savings banks, and two-thirds by 
real estate loan companies, the local companies thus acting, for the 
distribution of these government-backed loans, as branch offices of the 
savings banks, 


Throughout the year, 100,000 to 110,000 government-backed loans have been 
distributed, 40,000 of which through savings banks and real estate loan 
companies. The loans having averaged around 250,000 france each, the total 
amount loaned comes to some 2.5 billion francs. 


it is to be recalled that these government-backed loans, without state 
participation, entitle the recipient to personalized housing aid within 
income ceilings. They can be used to finance new constructions or “major” 
rehabilitations (where the required rehabilitation cost represents around 
30 percent or more of the purchase price). 


Special Social Security Assessment: Uncertainty 


The special supplementary assessment of one additional point to be paid in 
by wage earners for health insurance, which was made effective from August 
1979 and for 18 months to overcome the social security system's deficit, 
is to be terminated in February 1981. That is if, however, the effort to 
cut health insurance expenditures continues to produce results. In other 
words, there is still an uncertainty involved. The government is keeping 
an escape hatch open in case the social security system's financial 
condition should still be ailing. 


Tax Incentives to Investment 


This measure will be incorporated in the national budget next week. No 
details are available therefore this week. But it may be asserted as of 
now, subject to any last-minute changes, that the formula to be adopted 
will be the one improperly called the “American type.” <A percentage (in 
all Likelihood, 10 percent) of the total sum of new investments will be 
deductible from taxable earnings. The annual cost of this measure is 
estimated to be some 5 billion francs.

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GOVERNMENT'S MILITARY RESEARCH EXPENSES DESCRIBED 
Paris LE MONDE in French 12 Sep 80 p 14 


[Text] The state devotes 39 percent of its national expenditure on 
research to military purposes. This fact emerges from a French Defense 
Ministry brochure titled “Economic Facts on Military Expenditures," which 
was drawn up in response to a request from many members of Parliament, who 
wanted to be better able to measure the impact of military expenditures 
on the national economy. 


According to this official document, research, development and testing ac- 
count for all currently active work, which ranges from the acquisition of 
basic technical knowledge to the conception .nd design of future equipment 
and its development to and including the final stage of putting it into 
operational service. In 1980, military research, with 11.016 billion 
francs, represents 12.4 percent of the total defense budget. 


However, the details given in the brochure have to do with a comparison 
of research expenditures between 1976 and 1979. 


Por the Defense Ministry, the national research effort (or gross national 
expenditure for research and development [DNBRD]), comprises: the research 
outlays by private enterprise as well as those by the public sector. The 
latter component itself consists of general “in-house” research expendi- 
tures (under management control of the secretary of state for research), 
the financing of strictly military research, and the public financing of 
research outside the general in-house area of coverage (research by univer- 
sities, civil aeronautics, the National Telecommunications Center, etc.). 


For 1979, the DNBRD was estimated at 41 billion francs (24 billion for 
public financing and 17 billion by private enterprise). With 9.35 billion 
francs, military research (including subsidies to Polytechnique and to the 
National Office for Aerospace Studies and Research) accounted for 39 per- 
cent of the public financing expense and 22.8 percent of the DNBRD. 
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This militacy research percentage of public financing and of the DNBRD 
has followed a rising trend over the past several years. In 1976, for 
example, with 5.6 billion france, military research represented 32.5 per- 
cent of the public financing expense and 18.8 percent of the DNBRD. 


In 1980, military research, totaling 11.0166 billion francs, is allocated 
48 follows: 27 percent for electronics; 21.8 percent for missiles and 
launchers; 20 percent for nuclear projects; 15.7 percent for ground 
equipment and naval weapons; and 15.5 percent for aeronautics.

NEW COUNCIL SEEKS BASLS FOR MORE COOPERATLON WITH BRITAIN 
Paria LE MONDE in French 23 Sep 80 p 4

{Text} Bordeaux--/"Great Britain and France are two islands: the differ- 
ence between them is that the former is completely surrounded by water." 
On this note Lord Thomson of Monifieth, co-president, with Mr Geoffroy de 
Cource!l, of the Franco-British Council, closed the conference--the first 
of its kind--that the council had held from 19 to 21 September in the 
charming palace--the work of Gabriel--which serves as the headquarters of 
the Bordeaux chamber of commerce. It was these meetings, we understand, 
that caused Mrs Thatcher to come to the capital of Aquitane on Friday. 
Mrs Thatcher showed that, contrary to her legend, she was perfectly capa- 
ble of lyricism and even of humor. By comparison, the reply of Mr Barre, 
despite a superb quotation from Lord Balfour, had somewhat the effect of 
a cold shower (or a “cold shoulder/'as the British would say). In every 
respect, it was analogous to the dry response of Mr Begin to the remarks 
of President Sadat on his historic visit to Jerusalem. 


Aside from these two prime ministers, some 500 personalities from the 
fields of economics, administration, politics, intellectual life, and the 
media of the two countries made the trip. One could have wished to see 

the list more fully fleshed out, particularly on the French side, with 
women, trade union figures, agricultural types, Churchmen, and even members 
of Parliament. 


The objective, naturally, was to try to dissipate the misunderstandings 
which so easily lead to transforming into a caricature the idea each has 
of the other and what he is up to. The warm hospitality of the Bor lelais, 
and, to begin with, of their mayor, Mr Chaban-Delmas, contributed greatly 
to creating a certain feeling of euphoria among the British, who love 
Bordeaux so much that the English language has invented a work (/claret/) 
to translate it. It remains that our friends across the Channel are ob- 
viously jealous of the intimacy of France and Germany, and do not under- 
stand why a Franco-British pairing happens so seldom. 
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which led to the tdea, proposed during the conference, of concluding be- 
tween Paris and London a treaty of cooperation along the lines of that 
signed in 1963 by De Gaulle and Adenauer, Such a step, however, seemed 
hard to take, if only because of the frustration it would not fail to 
arouse among our our other partners. That such a step should be proposed 
from the British side is indicative of the role reversal that has taken 
piace! it ie our friends across the Channel who talk constantly of in- 
scituttonalizgation, and it is they who speak most emphatically the "lan- 
guege' of Europe. Of this Europe which, quite out of breath 1a the econ- 
omic ephere, assumes quite neatiy thanks to the relative effacement of the 
United States, 4 more precise political significance. 


\ Political Approach 


is this to say that one could substitute a political approach for the econ- 
omic approsch traditional in the community? This idea has been fought 

irom the French side. The Nine do not in fact automatically find them- 
selves it accord in the face of the super-powers. The Bordeaux discussions 
certainly showed that the differences of approach on this vital subject 

are in reality less entrenched than one is in the habit of saying or be- 
lieving. Mowever that may be, they do not coincide precisely with the bor- 
ders of the delegations. it remains the case that, whether “special” or 
mot, the relations of the United Kingdom with the equally United States 
continue, it was seen, to pose problems for the French. And it is this 
which mokes rather dubious the prospects for the proposal sketched out by 
Mre Thatcher pointing toward a defense accord--with the sole exception of 
the parc dealing with manufacture of armaments. 


In absense of such an accord, there remain all sorts of areas in which more 
vigorous cooperation between the two countries seems both desirable and 
possible, inasmuch as the vicissitudes of history now condemn them to coop- 
eration. Agreement was reached on the expansion of contacts between the 
popul:tions, by means, for example, of the creation of a Franco-British 
youth office, of an extension of the twin-city concept, of increasing ex- 
changes of films and television programs. The conference also approved a 
report recommending the creation of a committee for the development of mu- 
tual investments, in which the presidents of the two managements would play 
a part. Also considered was the development of collaboration in growth 
industries, as in marketing in the Third World. A special committee dealt 
with North-South problems and expressed the desire, here again, especially 
in Africa, for better cooperation. 


That this cooperation can be increased at all levels was certainly the wish 
of the great majority of the participants. Mr de Courcel was not the 

only one to remark chat it is first of all a question of determinction. We 
say there remains much to do if that determination is to be evidenced at 
the governmental! level.

ORGANIZATION, MATERIEL, MISSION OF ALAT DETAILED 
Paris DEFENSE INTERARMEES in French Sep 80 pp 28-42 
[Article by G. Turbe: “Army Light Aviation in 1980"} 


[Text] ALAT [Army Light Aviation] completed its reorganization in 1978. 
Its personnel and equipment had theretofore been allocated piecemeal among 
corps, divisions, regional commands, and special brigades as follows: 


a. In each of the two army corps: one GALCA (Army Corps Light Aviation 
Group) consisting of one flight of 10 light Alouette-2 and SA-341 Gazelle 
helicopters, one flight of 12 Alouette-3 helicopters armed with SS-11 
antitank missiles, and two flights of 11 SA-330 Puma tactical transport 
helicopters. 


b. In each of six divisions (five mechanized divisions and the lith Airborne 
Division): GALDIV (Divisional Light Aviation Group) comprised of two flights 
of 10 light helicopters each, one flight of 10 armed helicopters, and one 
flight of seven tactical transport helicopters. 


c. In each of the seven regional commands: one GALREG (Regional Light 
Aviation Group) transformable in wartime into a Defense Zone Light Aviation 
Group organized into one flight of seven fixed-wing Broussard and L-19 
aircraft, plus one of two flights of four light helicopters each. 


d. In each of the three special-purpose brigades (9th Marine Infantry 
Brigade and 17th and 23d Alpine brigades): one flight of four to six light 
Alouette-2 and Alouette-3 helicopters. 


All of the aforementioned units are now consolidated at corps level into two 
types of units: 


a. Light helicopter groups (GHL) responsible for furnishing helicopter 
support to commanders and the combat arms; 








bh. Combat helicopter regiments (RHC) charged with conducting combat missions 
in coordination with and support of combat arm units. 


Admittedly this new organization is still not the Large airmobile unit which 
some had hoped to see activated. Nevertheless, it is a positive step toward 
more rational use of helicopters and the disappearance of piecemeal air 
mobility. 


At the present time, ALAT has a personnel strength of 6,500--500 officers, 
2,500 noncommissioned officers, and 3,500 enlisted men--and an inventory of 
630 aircraft. These men and aircraft are assigned among the following 
units and actiities: two schools--the Specialized Training School (ESALAT) 
it Dax and the Tactical Training School (EAALAT) at Cannet des Maures--, a 
test and evaluation group, 15 helicopter regiments and groups (80 basic tac- 
tleal (units) in France and the FFA [French Forces in Germany], and overseas 
detachments. 


The ALAT aircraft inventory includes: 190 light SE-3130 Alouette-2 helicop- 
ters, 40 of which are powered by the Astazon gas turbine engine; 70 SA-316 
Alouette-%3 helicopters armed with SS-11 antitank missiles; 170 armed and 
clean-configuration SA-341 Gazelle helicopters; 130 SA-330 Puma tactical 
transport helicopters; and some 10 SA-342 Gazelle helicopters armed with HOT 
antitank missiles. 


In addition to the above helicopters, ALAT has about six fixed-wing Brous- 
sard aircraft and some 50 Cessna L-19's. These are scheduled for gradual 
removal from the inventory over the next few years. 


As new aircraft--mainly SA-342's--are placed in service, ALAT's capabilities 
will be considerably reinforced so that by 1985 its helicopter fleet will 
consist of the following: 300 light helicopters (190 Alouvette-2's and 170 
SA-341 Gazelles), 190 armed helicopters (70 Alouette-3's armed with SS-11's 
and 120 SA-342 Gazelles armed with HOT missiles), and 130 tactical transport 
helicopters (S‘-330 Pumas). 


Organization and Missions of Light Helicopter Group (GHL) 
lL. GHL Organization 


The GHL is composed of a headquarters, a headquarters and service squadron, 
and three light helicopter flights (EHL) in the corps wartime GHL, or two 
EHL's in the defense zone wartime GHL. The GHL headquarters and service 
squadron contains the following seven platoons or sections: headquarters, 
technical, liaison-control, communications, antiaircraft, medical, and admin- 
istrative. 


The corps GHL has an authorized strength of 360 men, 30 light helicopters, 
and 143 vehicles. 











An ALAT support detachment (an ordnance unit), part of the logistical bri- 
gade's maintenance and repair activity, is normally attached to the corps 
GHL. 


The Light helicopter flight (EHL) has an assigned strength of 55 men, includ- 
ing 4 officers and 27 noncommissioned officers. Its authorized 10 helicopters 
are Alouette-2's and clean-configuration SA-341 Gazelles. 


Pending replacement of the armed SA-341's by SA-342's, some GHL's are pro- 
visionally reinforced by Broussard and Cessna L-19 light fixed-wing aircraft. 


2. GHL Miestons 


The GHL's primary mission is to furnish support to commanders and the combat 
arms. In this role, GHL aircraft are employed more often than not in a 
highly decentralized fashion. 


Missions in support of commanders include: 


a. Reconnaissance missions: reconnaissance of friendly positions (in the 
event of communications difficulties), terrain reconnaissance in prepara- 
tion for subsequent deployment, route reconnaissance, NBC [Nuclear, Biologi- 
cal, Chemical] reconnaissance (observation and detection for warning or 
evaluation purposes), and intelligence gathering for territorial security 
purposes. 


b. Photographic missions (oblique air photographs). 


c. Liaison missions: transporting officials, specialists, and priority 
documents requiring immediate delivery. 


d. Airborne command post enabling the commander to have a personal over- 
view of the situation. 


e. Logistical support: transporting small, light items of equipment, medi- 
cal evacuation. 


Missions in support of the combat arms include: 


a. For light armored cavalry units: improved command, control and liaison 
capabilities. 


b. For artillery units: route and position reconnaissance, target acquisi- 
tion, adjustment of fire, and air survey missions. 


c. For combat engineer units: reconnaissance of obstacles and engineer 
work to be done. 














d. For transportation units: traffic control support. 


e. For signal units: transporting and positioning radio relay personnel 
and equipment, reestablishing communications, and transporting couriers. 


ire support missions include: for field artillery and surface-to-surface 
missile units: serve as airborne observation posts complementing the target 
acq:'aitionand fire adjustment activities of ground observation posts; for 
clr se alr support; target acquisition and vectoring of tactical air support 
ajrc: aft to the target. 


0 idzation and Missions of Combat Helicopter Regiment (RHC) 
1. RHC Organization 


The RHC is composed of a headquarters and service squadron (ECS), three liai- 
son teams, two Spartiate radar sections, two EHL (Light Helicopter Flights), 
three EHA (Armed Helicopter Flights), two EHM (Tactical Transport Flights), 

a supply and support flight, a tactical transport helicopter command post 
(PCHM) , a forward command post housed in wheeled vehicles, a rear command 
post, and two tactical headquarters: EMT 1 and EMT 2. 


ALAT has a total of six RHC's divided among the three army corps and the 
general reserve. 


Each RHC is authorized 900 men, 72 helicopters, and 220 vehicles, including 
30 tank trucks. 


Each tactical headquarters (EMT) can direct and control the operations of 
either several flights of the same type or a mix of flights of the same type 
or a mix of flights, as desired. 


An ALAT Support Group--an ordnance unit--furnishes support to each RHC. In 
the case of corps RHC's, this group is part of the logistical brigade's 
maintenance and repair activities. 


Each light helicopter flight (EHC) in the RHC has a combined total of 10 
Alouette-2 and clean-configuration SA-341 Gazelle helicopters, and an 
authorized personnel strength of 55, including 4 officers and 27 noncommis- 
Sioned officers. 


Armed Helicopter Flight (EHA) 


Each EHA has 10 helicopters and an authorized personnel strength of 57, 
including 4 officers and 28 noncommissioned officers. 
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The helteopters are Alouette=3'a armed with four 88<11 missiles and SA- 41 
Gazelies equipped with four HOT launchers, One flight in the 6th RHC is 
atill equipped with Alowette=2 helicopters armed with S8-il's, This flight 
ia to be replaced by an Alouette=3 flighe on 1 October, 


EHA's are beginning to receive SA=342 Gagelles armed with four HOT missiles, 
Two flights are to be equipped with them between now and the end of the year. 


Upon completi... of this modernization program, all EHA's will employ two 
types of heli: ptere: the Alowette=3/S8-11 (70 aireraft) and the SA-34) 
GagellesicT (120 aireraft). The replaced SA-141 Gazelles are to be reassigned

2. RHC Misstons

intelligence gathering, antitank operations, and mobility support. 


a. Intelligence ts obtained: 


(1) Sy employing tactical transport helicopters to position small teams 
that collect and tranemit information obtained on the ground. 


2. By employing light helicopters to conduct observation, reconnaissance, 
and route survetilance missions. The 10-helicopter EHL is the minigum 

unit level of employment for such missions. In average West European terrain, 
one PML covers an area 40 kilometers wide to a depth of 50 to 200 kilometers 
on an observation (or scouting) mission, or an area 20 kilometers wide on a 
reconnaissance mission. In conducting a route surveillance mission, an

Remarks 


From the foregoing descriptions and data, it follows that ALAT has an out- 
standing antitank warfare capability. Indeed ALAT was the one of the firat 
to foresee al! ot the advantages that could be derived from combining the 
helicopter's tnvrinsic qualities with the capabilities of new weapon systems 
in effectively countering the build-up of opposing armored forces. 


As far as ice equipment is concerned, we note that ALAT is now in a period 
of tremetition: 


a. At lease 50 percent of its aircraft in active service are 15 years old 
or older light fixed-wing aircraft, Alouette-2's, and Alouette-3's. 


b. Te equip part of its EHA's, ALAT has had to resort provisionally to sub- 
stitute aircraft: the Alovette-2 armed with SS-11 missiles and the SA-341 
armed with HOT missiles. 


c. The EHM's now have all the SA-330 Puma's they were scheduled to receive. 
The Puma is a modern helicopter and well-suited to its primary mission. But 
ALAT still lacks a heavy Lift, higher performance helicopter, like the 

{U. S. Army's] CH-47, for example. 


This situation will improve between now and 1985. The proportion of modern, 
or recent at the very least, aircraft will increase to 60 percent of the 
ALAT inventory, but the remaining 40 percent will be between 20 and 25 

years old, thereby making their replacement a most urgent matter. The pro- 
portion of modern armed helicopters will also improve to 63 percent. 


The transport helicopter situation will not improve, however, because ALAT 
will still not have a heavy lift helicopter and the Pumas will be reaching 
the end of their service Lives. 


While French helicopters are characterized by their Lightness, maneuverabi- 
lity, and performance, they also conspicuously lack protection and have a 
low payload capacity. 


As an tLllustrative example of this, the table below compares the new armed 
for attack) helicopters currently used throughout the world. 
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This table shows, if need be, the different armed helicopter concepts of 
the armed forces indicated. At one extreme ia France's concept favoring 
Single-turbine, light, quiet, and relatively economical helicopters having 
no real protection and a weak payload capacity. At the other extreme are 
the United States and the USSR with their twin-turbine, heavy, costly, and 
highly protected helicopters capable of carrying heavy and varied payloads. 


Quantitatively speaking, ALAT has regained the third place which its Tranian 
counterpart had earlier taken from it, But this current ranking is quite 
likely to vary in the years ahead. 


As a matter of fact, the German Heeresflieger [Army Aviation] is seriously 
building up ace helicopter fleet. By 1985, it will represent a powerful and 
well-balanced force, as shown in the following table:

Prospects 

Significant progress is to be expected increasing the continuous (day and 
night) presence of helicopters in the combat zone, and in improving their 
payload capacity, protection, firepower, and tactical use. 

1. Continuous Presence 

This primarily involves enabling helicopters to operate at night or in 

bad weather. Prospects in this field are most encouraging with the intro- 


duction of self-contained navigation systems and the development of night- 
vision devices based on thermal imagery. 
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Other measures will, however, also contribute to enhancing ALAT's con- 
tinuous presence on the battlefield. These measures include: 


a. Increased endurance with the installation of more economical engines; 


b. Increased mean time between failures thanke to the development of more 
reliable and more rugged components that are easy to manufacture and main- 
tain; 


ec. Solution of the deicing problen,. 
2. Payload capacity 


The extensive use of new composite materials will bring about lower empty 
weights and an appreciable increase in payload. 


One example of this is the SA-330 Puma. This helicopter initially had an 
empty weight of 3,700 kilograms and a gross weight of 6,700 kilograms. In 
the latest J and L versions, its empty weight has been reduced 100 
kilograms while its gross weight has been increased to 7,400 kilograms. 


4. Protection 
Protection will be considerably strengthened by: 


a. Direct protection provided by suitable armor plate installed around vital 
components; 


b. Indirect protection furnished in various forms: electronic cunter- 
measures systems, decoy launchers, thrust reversers, redundancy of certain 
essential circuits, special crashworthiness equipment, etc. It ‘should be 
added that equipment for use in flying at night or in conditions of poor 
visibility will further increase the survivability of helicopters while 
giving them the capability of flying close to the ground. 


4. Firepower 


In addition to special third-generation antitank weapon system--"fire-and 
forget" missiles--enabling them to handle targets without exposing themselves, 
future helicopters will be able to receive new weapons--flat trajectory 
weapons, rockets, and missiles--capable of dealing effectively with enemy 
helicopters and delivering neutralizationfire. 


5. Tactical Use 


Great pregress can be expected in ALAT's cooperation with other combat arms, 
particularly with the infantry and, above all, with armor, on account of their 


respective capabilities which thoroughly complement each other. 
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ALAT is currently evaluating two new types of helicopters at Valence. These 
are the SA-361 Dauphin and the AS-332 Super Puma. 


a. Description of SA-361 Dauphin Armed Helicopter

The SA-361 is technologically a very advanced helicopter. It is regrettable, 
however, that it is not powered by two turbine engines.

The Super Puma incorporates the most recent technological solutions: com 
posite blades, rotor deicing, more efficient turbine engines, etc. It has 
also been the subject of extensive study and research relative to quietness 
of operation, shielding against fire from light weapons, and battlefield 
survivability. 


For at least the next two decades, it can be assumed that ALAT will always 
have three large families of helicopters: 


a. Reconnaissance helicopters; 
b. Armed helicopters that will be: 


(Ll) Either light special-purpose aivcraft--antitank, antihelicopter, and 
gunships if necessary--in which flexibility considerations will override 
protection considerations; 


(2) Or well-protected, but heavy and costly multipurpose aircraft, with 
possibly a troop-transport capability. Judging from the latest helicopter 
designs, military operators are turning more and more rapidly toward the 
second solution, namely the multipurpose helicopter. 


c. Transport helicopters, including both tactical transport versions and 
heavy lift versions. 


Cost Factor 


Production costs had tended to approximate the costs of modern land warfare 
equipment-—-notably battle tanks--because of the increased use of components 
that are of less complex and easier to manufacture, such as plastic blades, 
Starflex rotor heads, advanced-technology main transmissions, etc. Now, 
however, production costs are likely to rise even more with the installation 
on the newer helicopters of highly elaborate systems incorporating the most 
advanced technical features: thermal imagery systems, course readout units, 
radar warning systems, wire detection systems, computers, jamming equipment, 
etc. 


On the other hand, substantial savings willno doubt be realized in main- 
tainability and specific fuel consumption.

Despite its cost, its lack of continuous day and night availability on the 
battlefield, its great dependence on large and vulnerable ground-based 
support facilities, and despite its relatively limited capacity to withstand 
fire from conventional or nuclear weapons, the helicopter is irreplaceable 
in tactical operations. 


Because of the rapidity of its react on, its ability to avoid terrain 
obstac'es, its firepower, and its capability of transporting specialized 
combat teams, the helicopter can change the course of the battle in very 
little time by: 


a. Altering the local ratio of forces; 
b. Closing a breach in a defensive position; 


c. Accelerating a friendly force's rate of advance (by seizing key points, 
breaking enemy counterattacks, transporting troops and supplies, or gather- 
ing intelligence on forward areas). 


In short, the helicopter is the ideal instrument for attacks launched with 
rapidity and using the element of surprise plus firepower and mobility. 


In view of the ratio of opposing forces in the Central European theater of 
operations, it seems obvious to us that ALAT's combat units would play a 
leading role in operations conducted by the Western forces, provided, how- 
ever, these units are not frittered away in piecemeal actions.

MATRA CHOSEN TO DEVELOP NEW SATCP MISSILE 
Paris LE MONDE in French 10 Sep 80 p 15 


[Text ] The Defense Ministry has just awarded to the MATRA [Mechanics, 
Aviation and Traction] Missiles Company the contract to develop a surface- 
air very short range missile [ SATCP for the French Air Force and Ground 
Forces. The MATRA proposal was chosen over that of the SNIAS [National 
Industrial Aerospace Company | to supply a domestic requirement estimated 
at 10,000 missiles and an export market estimated at 20,000 missiles. 


In 1979, the Defense Ministry requested competitive bids on such a program 
from five nationalized and private enterprises: MATRA, SNIAS--these two 
having been selected at the beginning of this year--Thomson-CSF, the SEP 

[ European Propulsion Company ], and Thomson-Brandt. The program called for 
the development of a weapons system to round out, for very low altitudes, 
the existing arsenal of xissiles and anti-aircraft artillery ordnance for 
air defense at medium ana low altitudes. 


As a result of technolog‘cal progress, air attacks are now carried out at 
very low altitudes, taking ineffective or “blind” defensive radar systems 
by surprise and imposing on their intended target a requirement for 
extremely short reaction and response times. The problem is even more 
complicated in the case of defense objectives that are moved from site to 
site within the theater of operations but that must nevertheless be capable 
of detecting an attacking warhead vehicle in good time. 


The MATRA missile has been conceived in accordance with the “fire and 
forget" principle developed by the Americans: fire and immediately disap- 
pear to shelter. At supersonic speed, the SATCP should have a range of 

4 kilometers against hedge-hopping planes and heiicopters ambushed, before 
attacking, behind a scrvening network of trees for example. The missile 
will be mountable on fixed carriages or on infantry vehicles such as jeeps. 
Initialiy, it will be equipped with an infrared homing system developed 

by the SAT (‘Telecommunicat ions Corporation ] 











Por ite proposal, the SNIAs had developed o missile whote homing systen 
had been conceived by the BMD | Marcel Dassault Electronics | company, based 
on @ quite revolutionary, socalled “mosaic,” principle, concerning which

(WO NUCLEAR POWERED ALRCRAFT CARRIERS TO BE BUILT 
Paris LE MONDE in French 24 Sep 80 p 13 


[Text] A restricted defense council, led by the chief of 
state, decided Tuesday morning 23 September at the Elysee 
to approve the upcoming construction of two 32,000-ton 

nuclear-powered aircraft carriers to replace the two con- 


ventional carriers that will be retired from service after 
1990, 


The first of these new ships, scheduled to be built at 
Brest, should go into active service ir 1991. Mr Giscard 
d'Estaing asked that the navy give these aircraft carriere 
the names of maritime provinces. 


For several vears, the staff of the national navy studied to determine what 
vind of aireraft carrier should replace the “Foch” and “Clemenceau” which 
were constructed, respectively, in 1961 and 1963. Like the great nava! 
torces of the world which are making naval aeronautics a reality, the staff 
concluded that nuclear power was essential and, for two years now, appro- 
priations have been regularly approved for the conception of a nuclear- 
powered steam generator for theese aircraft carriers. 


it remained, however, to be determined how to resolve a delicate problem 
regarding the future of France's aeronautical capability, namely the type 
vf airplanes that would be embarked and, at the same time, the tonnage of 
the ships that would receive them and to put them into operation. 


Iwo solutions were elaborated and, apparently, submitted for the examination 

the restricted defense council at the Elysee. The first solution called 
for a classe of carriers on the order of 20,000 tons, without steam cata- 
pults and without deceleration cords on the bridge, for aircraft of the 
short ot vertical take-off and landing variety, like those elready developed 
by the British. The second solution, however, calied for staying with car- 
riers of the “Foch” or “Clemenceau” class that field conventional sirplanes 
n © bridge equipped with catapults and deceleration cords. 














if one can belleve information coming out of the loffice of the] presidency 
of the republic, at the conclusion of the restricted defense council! the 
cholee of the governmental authorities was for a type of nuclear-powered 
carrier with a displacement of around 32,000 tons. Given this tonnage, 

the naval estat! seema thus to have convinced the government of the advan- 
tages of conventional aircraft, not making use of the technique of vertical 
take-off and landing. 


Experience ehow this type of aireraft to be fragile and poorly operational 
because of the omplexity of ite machinery. In fact, the vertical takeotf 
and landing aircraft has a double propulsion system which provides it hori- 
zontal fli.nt tor navigation in combat, and also to take off like a heli- 
copter. During these take-off operations, this kind of aircraft consumes 

large part of its fuel-= to the detriment of its needs tor operational!

The advantage of the conventional aircraft, utilizing a ehnortened runway, 
ia that it preserves all of its combat performance capacicy, especially an 
dequate range of action and a military payload adapted to the mission. 


But the adoption of thie formula obliges the builders of the aircraft car- 
riere to prepare a ship with adequate tonnage to put in operation 4 steam- 
powered catapult and a system of deceleration cords for landing to stop 

the aircraft in the shortest distance. On the other hand, the tonnage 
largely determines the number of craft that can be stored below the bridge.

COMMERCE INSURER LOSES MILLIONS IN IRAN, EXPECTS MORE OF SAME

(Text COPACE [French Insurance Company for Foreign Trade] has a grumpy 
look. This company, whose mission is to protect exporters from defaults on 
the part of theit clients--governments, enterprises, public or semipublic 
bodies=<has announced a very heavy loss in its 1979 operations balance: a 
loss of 1.5 billion franes--the largest deficit by far in the company's 
entire history. 


When a French enterprise signs a contract with a foreign buyer, COPFACE 
insures the enterprise against the cisks of nonpayment. When an industrial 
group does business with a foreign government, it is still COPACE that 
underwrites what in the jargon of the trade is called the political risk 
(revolutions, upsets), interruption of contract, and delays in transfers. 
In short, it is COPACE that covers all “extraordinary” cisks (natural 
disasters, cyclones...) undertaken by the state, for which it is moreover 
instrumentality number one in regard to credits for export purposes. °1979 
has been 4 particularly burdensome year,” COPACE frets. “The total paid 
against claims has been exceptionally high.” Surpassing anything hereto- 
fore. To give some idea: 1.502 billion francs paid to Prench industrial- 
ists for “interrupted contracts” in Iran; 600 million france for “nontrans- 
fers,” meaning inability of certain states (Zaire, Turkey, Sudan) to raise 
sufficient exchange to pay for their imports of French products.

[Text] The opinion poll that calculates a loss of at 
least 10 seats for the PvdA [Labor Party] registers very 
accurately the situation to which the Red family is prey 
at the moment. Frustrated by the 1977 cabinet formation 
and by the failing opposition in the Second Chamber, it 
can no longer see the woods for the trees, as appears 
from the reportage below by Dieudonnée ten Berge. 


he Labor Party wants to govern at any price. How and with whom is of 
ess concern, In the messages that the PvdA leaders are sending to the 
rank and file there is a note of despair. Things are not going well 
with the PwvdA, and what hurts still more is that it no longer holds the 
future in its own hand. That was given away in 1977. 


‘The party is a sort of striptease dancer, who undresses for anybody that 
pays money for it,” says a cynical PvdA member of the Second Chamber. 

"A real lust to govern prevails among us." Joop den Uyl, the political 
leader, is traveling thro gh the country saying that before the elections 
conditions are not to be set for any single party, nor is anybody to be 
ruled out. Neither shal. vetos be pronounced against particular persons. 
What a change from 4 years ago, when utterances of that sort were simply 
socialist heresy and meant death at the stake. 


The PvdA is in distress. Voters are deserting en masse, accor‘ing to a 
vOl, thet vas taken especially for the party and carefully kep* secret. 
Since S) April the downward trend has been steeper. The socialist broad- 
ast that identified itself with riots and unrest dragged the socialist 
party deeper into the mire. 








Ihe last seek end of August the PvdA Second Chamber delegation met, Not 
in The Hlacue, in the familiar meeting room on the second floor of the 
Kamnergebouw [chamber building], but in the Brabantse Veldhoven, where a 
former cloister is used a8 a training center and meeting center, "it is 
a week end to refuel," was the official word, "Away from the daily rou- 
tine of the Inner Cou. where the delusion of the day prevails. lime to 
straighten out a few tha, s+ that you usually do not get around to."

Actually D'66 is taking the profit from its way of conducting 
the opposition to a cabinet that is constantly under heavy barrage of 
criticism. It is extremely painful to the socialists that for the voters 
the alternative to a denominational liberal cabinet is evidently not 
socialism, but a vague, stylish sort of tolerant neoliberalism. And that

But D'66 is keeping a sharp lookout. Although the democrats say that they 
would prefer to govern with the PvdA, the door is not shut to other pos- 
sible combinations. Even Den Uyl has made an urgent appeal to [D'66 to 
choose definitely in favor of the PvdA. But in D'66 Van Mierlo's down- 

'/ is not forgotten. And besides, D'66 enjoys seeing the mighty social- 
ists floundering helplessly, while their loss of support means a gain for 
D'66. To rub a little salt in the wounds, Jan Terlouw now announces that 
he would not mind being prime minister himself. 


But D'O6's gains also have a useful function for the socialists. For ['66 
is the only party that can keep the present coalition of CDA and VV) from 
having a majority. "CDA and VVD are also losing, albeit less, to D'66, 
and too great damage to that party might thus lead to the voters' return- 
ing to the government parties, so that the coalition would get a majority. 
And then the PvdA would be entirely in the power of the CDA," according 

to the analysis at Veldhoven. 


It is not only the parliamentary delegation that is worried, either. Last 
week end the members of the party committee had a special meeting, this 
time in the Veluwse Garderen. In preparation for the discussions of 
strategy and tactics, the platform plank "Counteraction" was on the agenda. 
There wore exercises in how to react when troublesome questions come up 

at meetings. The greatest problems are expected on nuclear energy and on 
sacrificing buying power for more employment. In the corridors political 
gOSSip again ran wild. "There are not many high-fliers in the delegation," 
is the general verdict. "You get to be a social‘ st member of parliament 
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by great popularity with the party organization, not by great intellect," 
says one of those present, 


The party sees before it the danger of going further downhill. Ultimately 
almost all authority over the list of candidates has been turned over to 
the regional divisions of the party, and different requirements count 
there from the ones that the party committee or the delegation would like 
to set for candidates. The party organization is strongly radicalized and 
hardly represents the ordinary members. 


"We have a completely crazed rank and file," is the description that one 
socialist Second Chamber member gives. "An aggregation of dogmatic ego- 
trippers." Letting these chapters go their own way in putting up candi- 
dates can be disastrous, according to the party leadership's conclusion. 
That is why a profile sketch of the PvdA candidate for member of parlia- 
ment has been put out by the central committee. Apart from conditions 
concerning knowledge, quality, and political skill, demands are also made 
on the personal plane. Apparently that was necessary. The central com- 
mittee wants no more members of parliament who: "begrudge any light that 
shines on others, will not stand up for the delegation, do not take mem- 
bership in the delegation seriously, try to shift dirty jobs off on their 
colleagues, are constantly pushing themselves ahead, give the region pri- 
ority over the delegation, and in short, consider reelection more impor- 
tant than policy..." Evidently the central committee is greatly disap- 
pointed in the present delegation. 


The still biggest party in the Netherlands looks forward with little 
pleasure, for the past is not gratifying. The PvdA failed in the cabinet 
formation in 1977, has failed as an opposition party, and is now seriously 
divided. Governing again must bring back unity, enthusiasm, and the 
voters. For that the PvdA is ready to pay a high price. The Labor Party 
wants to gavern at any price. "To save the country," the socialists say. 
But to save the party is the most important consideration. 


Den Uyl Interviewed 
Amsterdam ELSLVIERS MAGAZINE in Dutch 13 Sep 80 pp 17-21 
[Interview with Johannes den Uyl by F.A. Hoogendijk] 


|Text] Den Uyl's leadership is actually at stake; that 
is the reason that Dr F.A. Hoogendijk went to talk with 
him. Den Uyl speaks of Prime Minister Van Agt without 
bitterness, although he would consider it a "political 
degeneracy" if he sat in the same cabinet with Van Agt. 
But what if the CDA becomes the biggest party and forms 
a coalition with the PvdA? 


“Trt +s getting quiet around Den Uyl,"' Hans van den Doel said not long ago. 
Th /dA, carried along in the trade union movement's loss of face, would 
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not manifest itself very clearly any more. As if it no longer knew the 
the solution, having failed to get out of the problems with a number of 
scenarios--stimulation of exports, reanimation of the quaternary sector, 
and shorter working hours. What has happened to the PvdA's 6lan? And 
what is to be said about the loss of 10 to 12 seats that recent opinion 
polls predict? How hard a time is its symbol, Dr Joop den Uyl, having? 
And, does he still see a beckoning prospect? Or a prospect that keeps 
giving ground? 


Well, he does no. hold Van den Doel's "somewhat exaggerated manner of 
speaking" against him; strewing a little paper around is sometimes a 
useful employment. But he admits that the alternatives formulated by him 
are not playing "'a reviving, appealing part.'' That is primarily due to 
the fact that our basic idea, income restraint, connected with employment, 
has been distorted by the cabinet. That way you can put a creator of 
alternatives in an impossible situation. "I think," says Den Uyl, "that 
perhaps I had better stop some time, with the message, 'Here I withdraw, ' 
for that way it goes wrong. We shan't get there that way. Indeed, by 
offering prescriptions over and over, we have lost face somewhat. But | 
think the voter is not so uncertain about that, and that he will under- 
stand how it goes in politics--that you cannot prove anything when you are 
in the opposition. You cannot make the policy yourself; you can criticize 
the government's policy, make it credible that there are other ways, but 
you cannot prove the value of your alternatives." 


Den Uyl does not believe that the PvdA will be the only party to lose: 
"The CDA is losing, too. Although it has won back the 5 or 6 seats from 
the VVD, it has lost to D'66 and even to the PvdA. The votes won back 
from the VVD are to be explained from the fact that the CDA has been gov- 
erning in coalition with the VVD. But you can hardly take that as a show 
of strength. Naturally the right wing of the CDA, especially the KVP 
(|Catholic People's Party], which drifted away toward the VVD during the 
1970's, will be reasonably well pleased with the Van Agt cabinet's policy. 
But suppose the CDA remains stable; then the more progressively inclined 
among its supporters, and certainly workers, will switch to 1)'66 and the 
PydA. That must be a discouraging situation for the CDA. Nor does it 
show the picture of a party with which all is going well, and which is 
sailing off into the future with great confidence. Take the loyalists 

in the CDA parliamentary delegation, who have constantly stood aloof from 
the cabinet's policy and have forced the delegation not to identify it- 
self with that policy." 


[Question] But how do you explain the fact that the other opposition 
party, D'66 is making such mad gains? 


Den Uyl: in the first place, undoubtedly a good many voters resent the 
PydA's not taking its place in the cabinet in 1977. I have encountered 
that displeasure at a number of meetings. To judge by the outcome of the 
1978 elections to the provincial legis)2tures, when the PvdA scored 1/10 
more than in the 1977 elections and came up, mark you, to 34 percent, 
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our party's adherents had no reason to give expression to their disappoint- 
ment. But when Van Agt and Wiegel stayed in office longer and people be- 
came aware of what they were doing, disappointment began to prevail] AMON 
many. Then many began to think of D'66 aa the somewhat mtlder veraton of 
proymeee otam, And in the second place, the continuing economic crisis, 
the falling off from earlier expectations after a period of greatly height- 
ened expectations, with strong interest in politics, as appears from the 
high turnout percentages at the elections (you saw the biggest turnout in 
1977 at the time of the Den Uyl cabinet)--then, and not only in the Nether- 
lands , a greot discouragement showed up, with a consequent great depolttt- 


ynatton, That climate was further favored especially by the prime minis- 
ter’ $ behav! or. And that is a climate in which D'66, which I see as the 
‘foal eepreeeton of depoltttetsaatton, was able to flourish mightily. 


With its not ver) clear-cut program, with hardly any philosophy of its 

own, but with a strongly pragmatic mentality. That appeals to a broad 
middle group. But as the elections approach, political-mindedness will in- 
increase, differences will be made clear and positions made more specific, 
and in that climate )'66 will not be able to hold the gains shown in the 
polls. I do not desire that, but I feel that that is soing to happen. 


{Question| Milder progressivism in D'66, you say. Has the PvdA learned 
from that? Has it also become milder, less radical? 


[Answer] That picture has been developing in the last 6 months. Is the 
PyvdA doing that in order to be closer to D'66? No. That becoming milder 
is a question of many factors. After one year of the Var Agt cabinet the 
PvdA was reproached for having conducted its opposition too harshly and 
too relentlessly, never having a good word for ministers who did doa few nice 
things, and appearing too bitter and frustrated. In that we are experi- 
encing the resentment over the cabinet formation that we lost. As far as 
that is concerned, D'66 is much less tainted. I am still of the opinion 
that the PvdA must be hard in the essentials that it has to defend--and 
that is a good deal where the lowest stratum of society is concerned--but 
it must remain human in its mode of action and formulation, because not 
everything is black and white. Indeed, I myself have consciously striven 
to soften the presentation somewhat and not g.ve the impression of poor 
loeere,. The fact is that a party with a gain of only 10 seats, according 
to Jaap Burger's prediction, is not going to govern. The PvdA will have 
Siow a good understai.ding of that disappointment and make use of it, by 
emphasizing in its attituce that it has the better ideas and the best 
alternatives and that it is prepared to tak the responsibility for them. 


[Question] But did the PvdA learn from the 1977 cabinet formation to keep 
the door open to the CDA somewhat wider than forme-ly? 


‘‘uswer] Although I have a preference for a progressive majority cabinet, 
and that preference is cherished certainly by many in my party, I must ad- 
mit that the chance of such a cabinet is relatively slight. And then what 
can you do? You can take two positions. You do everything possible to 

get such a majority cabinet, and if that does not succeed then maybe, just 
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maybe, we will let a coalition with the CDA be pushed down our throat, Or 
you say, quite soberly, a progressive majority cabinet, with all its dis- 
advantages, could be homogeneous, could establish a new image, could have 
a refreshing and rejuvenating effect. J also say frankly that it would 
be very good for the CDA to find out for onee what tt tea ltke to be in 
‘ne opposttton., Such a progressive majority cabinet has the disadvantage 
that it will, for example, arouse distrust in employer circles. Once 
again, I do not see it as probable. Then why not say straight out, quite 
soberly, that if the PvdA wants to govern it must enter into a coalition 
with D'66 and the CDA? But that will not be so simple, considering the 
differences in platforms and mentality and also considering the ties of 
the CDA to the Van Agt cabinet. Plenty of problems, certainly. But also 
a possibility that you must not rule out. I say that calmly. 


|Question} But if you who are so sober now had practiced the same sober- 
ness 4 years ago, would you not still be seated in the Catshuis and would 
this interview not have taken place in Buitenveldert? 


Answer! | do not like to run away from that nice question, but I cannot 
answer it. When [| set the pieces out on the chessboard again, as I still 
do once in a while, and when | take stock of what the positions of the 

CDA and the PvdA were at that time with regard to purely political rela- 
tionships and doing justice to the outcome of the elections, I see again 
that limits had to be set to the CDA's demands. I found then and | still 
find that at that time the CDA objected too strongly from the beginning to 
the term progressive cabinet. I did not make too big a thing of it, I 
found it childish; you can give a name to a hundred things, but what dif- 
ference does it make? No. The PvdA, in the face of that, had to hold to 
"rnimuwm eonditione. But I am also in a position to say that it did not 
succeed, during the second half of the cabinet formation, when the deci- 
sions had to be made, in presenting those ™inirum condittone well. So 
that in the eyes of many the PvdA did come out of the cabinet formation as 
the party that was overdemanding, that wanted too much. In politics you 
have to deal not only with what you want, but also with the image that you 
are projecting. If you take that into consideration, the PvdA should 

have taken a different line on some points. Or made a different decision. 
But that is a subject of conversation that will never be settled. 


[Question] You once said that you ruled out such a person, for example, 
as Dries van Agt when it came to whom you would govern with. But that ex- 
clusion no longer holds; you corrected yourself later. 


Answer} Let us not get involved in the geme of how and with whom. The 
fight must be fought over the policy. We must ask ourselves how we are to 
confront the immense social problems: just take the continuous stream to 
unfitness tor work, now 060,000 persons, the burdens that are piling up, 
and the stagnation of economic growth. How are these problems solvable, 
and iho can solve them? What has to do with ‘nat the PvdA must present 
clearly to its voters and to the country, because the present policy is 
obviously failing.

As biggest party the CDA stays therefore slightly ahead of the PvdA [Labor 
Party], as the socialists would get 45 seats and according to this pol! they 
ire slowly rising above their low point. 

because the VVD [Union of Freedom and Democracy] is also iosing trom 26 to 
24 seats, the present government coalition would not have more than /0 seats, 
it now has 77 seats. 0'66 [Democracy 1966] remains the big winner with an 
increase of 8 seats to 22 seats. 


The Red Rooster poll shows that a "front of the left” consisting of PvdA, 
D'66, and the smaller leftist parties would be assured of 75 seats, one 
half of the total number of chamber seats. The growth of the PSP [Pacifint 
Socialist Party] is remarkable, it went from one to three seats. The CIN 
|\Communist Party of The Netherlands| also gained; from two to three seats, 
while the PPR [Political Party of Radicals] had to give up one seat: fron 
three seats to two seats. 


in reaction to these figures D'66 Chamber member J.L. Brinkhorst let it b« 
known that the most obvious coalition would be a cabinet consisting of PvdA, 
CDA, and D'66. He sees no merit in a “front of the left” because of the big 
fundamental differences between his party and, for instance, the PSI. 


it was, however, clear to him that a majority of CDA voter: are no longer in 
favor of the present cooperation with the VVD. He recommends therefore that 
the date of the elections be advanced.

world has assumed large forms in the Netherlands in the last few vears, 
‘t is marked by breadth of composition and aims, In the preparation fo 
the <oth congress and especially after that congress the party cevoted 
itself without reservation to this fight, which is directly opposed to 
the torces that will not reconcile themselves to the enforced interna- 
tional détente or that are trying to return to the times of the cold war 


ihe party's great efforts on behalf of peace and security a juired a new 
dimensio., and became f lly effective through the normalisation and acti- 
sation of relations and the establishment of a definite cooperation with 
communist and labor parties in the capitalist as well as the socialist 
countries of Europe. This cooperation is marked by common objectives, 
among which th fight for peace occupies a leading position, with due 
respect for the autonomy of the individual parties. The establishment 
of contacts not only with communist and labor parties, but also with 
other democratic and progressive movements in the nonalined countries 
has also proved very fruitful within this framewort 


\ characteristic of the movement for peace and security, as it is de 
veloping in the Netherlands, is the prevailing rejection of nuclear weap. 
ons and of the perfecting of these weapons of mass destruction with the 
aim of making them usable in Europe. The successful fight against the 
neutron bomb, which military circles in the United States--with support 
from revanchists in the Federal Republic of Germany--thought ‘hey could 


introduce into the existing arsenal of weapons, struck the war forces 
** the i. rt, 


ihe tangible result of this campaign, in which Carter suffered a world 
wide defeat and in which for the first time in history the introduction 
of a new American weapons system was prevented, has strengthened th: 














confidence of the mass of freedom fighters in their own strength and 
opened the wa) to a continuing, intensive action against new nuclear 
weapons systems, 


The fact that at the SATO ecoune:l of ministers the Van Agt government had 
to report that it "was not in a position" at the time to decide in favor 
of a possible stationing of new American atomic rockets (Pershing II and 
Cruise Rockets) on Duteh territory and that such stationing could not even 
be discussed for the first 2 years marks a great new victory for the peace 
forces in the \otherlands, The communists, who played an impelling part 
in this, real ce that fully, The more and more general opposition to the 
unjustifiable use of nuclear energy and the demand for closing nuclear 
power plants is, in the Netherlands, an important aspect of the fight 
against atomic adventures. Closely connected with this is the fear of 
further proliferation (spread) of nuclear weapons through supplying fis 
sionable material and technological knowledge to countries--ineluding 

some in the Third World--that have previously had no atomic capability. 
The CPN [Communist Party of the Netherlands] is developing its own the- 
oretical position on questions of war and peace and at the same time 
powerfully supporting the Dutch peace movements Cooperative inion Stop 

the Neutron bomb — Stop the Nuclear Arms Race, IKV [Interchurch Peace 
Council], and Pax Christi, which in many cases are already voicing 

jOintiy the majority opinion of the Dutch people. 


The movement against the N-bomb [neutron bomb] and against the new Amer) 
can atomic rockets has brought to light the strength and significance of 
the mass movement for peace in the capitalist countries. 


Without appraising this movement at its true value, promoting this policy, 
and doing everything to maintain and protect its unity on the chief ques- 
tions of these times, no consistent and effective @trategy for peace in 
furope and the world is possible. 


By concentrating all forces on these main issues and not allowing them to 
be diverted to secondary problems (as the old-fashioned cold war propa 
gandists desire all too fervently) it is possible to arrive at a real 
power formation for peace and security. 


This power formation for peace and détente--against military confronta 
tion--is of decisive significance in the capitalist countries. 


The CPN should, in view of the demands and the possibilities of these 
times, devote still more attention than formerly to the fight for peace, 
which is one that is directed against the military-industrial complex in 
the capitalist world that is constantly creating to the advantage of its 
own power and profit new needs in the field of armaments and placing new 
burdens on the working population. 


Tre military-industrial complex is attempting to allay the political and 
economic crisis of present-day capitalism in this manner, at least for 
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itself, and thus constitutes precisely in these times a continuing threat, 
his threat is directed primarily against the democratic rights of the 
population, which must be resolutely defended, 


\guinst the view that tue military-industrial complex must be spared be 
cause jobs are at stake, the view is gaining in strength that the trade 
union movement must play an active part in the peace movement because thy 
continued existence of society depends on the lasting realisation of poace 
wid security, 


it is of great importance that the trade union movement set itself clearl 
igainst the arms industry, which offers no solution for tie maintance of 
employment, but only exerts a heavy, parasitic pressure on the econom as 
a whole and at the same time contributes to the rise of a rightist polit 
ical extremism in various countries, against which great vigilance is 
indicated, Munitions capital also exerts a great influence on the mili 
tary apparatus. tor that reason the phenomenon of the soldiers' movement, 
as it has developed around social and democratic demands, and also against 
further militarization and against the use of weapons of mass destruction, 
is of all the greater significance. 


ihe experience gained in the fight against German fascism has proved to 
be a living heritage and has taught us not only to see the dangers, but 
also to see the possibilities of confronting them unanimousiy, in a broad 
coalition, and successfully. 


Ubjectives in the fight for peace are: 
No production, but an international prohibition of the neutron bomb, 
No new American atomic rockets in the Netherlands, now or in the future; 


Prevention of the implementation of the NATO decision of December 1979 
on Cruise Rockets and Pershing Ii rockets; 


No new atomic weapons in the Federal Republic of Germany, where revanch- 
ist forces are working for a so-called European nuclear power; 


fan nuclear weapons from the world, starting with the Netherlands, 


Continuation of détente in Lurope, which is of importance to the whole 
world and is needed on the political as well as the military plane; 


Stopping the militaristic squandering of raw materials and capital, 
which makes the problems of the developing countries unsolvable and 
intensities the economic crisis in the capitalist countries; 


Putting an end to militarization of various regions of the NetherJands, 
the fight in Limburg, Brabant, and the northern provinces and also the 
demonstration against the laying of a rocket belt around Rotterdam be- 
ing of the greatest importance; 
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Wrastic reduction of the Dutch defense budget ; 


No new F-lo jet ftighters; 





Unanimous opposition to a NATO policy that is increasingly in contliet 
with the interests of the peoples of the NATO member states and even 
threatens to involye them in conflicts outside the NATO treaty territor) 
(Middle East, Southeast Asia); 


Steps to make the Netherlands free of NATO, with the ultimate aim of 
breaking up the military blocs; 


Breaking through boycott measures against the Soviet Union and develop- 
ing an East-West dialog; the small and medium-sized states and in par- 
ticular the nonalined countries can play an important positive réle here; 


Immediate ratitication of the SAL] Il treaty between the United States 
and the Soviet Union, 


Opposition to a further proliferation of atomic weapons, which can con 
stitute a great danger especially to the peoples of the Third World; and 


Banning bacteriological and chemical weapons. 


the fight for peace has aclearer perspective than ever before. I[t is in 
the constellation of optimism, not fatalism; it 1s based on unwillingness 
to acquiesce in the so-called inescapability of the CJangers surrounding 


us, 





Ihe attempts of aggressive military circles in the United States to dis- 
turb the international situation and to create new hot spots over and 
over can be brought to failure. 


lhe international situation has deteriorated lately. The attitude of the 
Carter administration in the United States is now one of violent aggres- 
siveness and constitutes a labile factor in the world that leads to grave 
dangers to peace. 


lhe powers must reject violence in the settlement of differences. Instead 
of unilateral actions, bilateral and multilateral agreements are necessary 
to make peace secure. In this connection, political solutions are to be 
sought of the conflicts in the Middle East and of the crises surrounding 
Iran and Afghanistan, with rejection of any military intervention. 


in the spirit of peaceful coexistence between states with differing socio- 
economic and political systems, problems and points of dispute should be 
solved by negotiations, with respect for the independence of states. 


An effective power formation for peace calls for solidarity with the strug- 
gle of the peoples of the Third World--with the forces that are arising 
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for national independence and social progress and that are faced with pi 
gantic problems to be solved, The nonalined countries perform an impor. 
tant function in the maintenance and promotion of world peace, 


rhe recent conterence in Havana (which also made an appeal to the high! 
developed countries for financial support for a fund of $300 billion) 
uiderscored that once more, 

fhe Dutch rejeetion of tae Neweapon and of new nuclear weapons on our ter 
ritory is an index of the power of the mass movement in the Netherlands, 
which embraces the peace movements, churches, and political parties, but 
tlso of Achanging international power pattern, The American imperialists 

i) no longer resort to the old methods with success, 


‘he chief reasons for this are, The developments within Europe; the 
truggle of the masses in the capitalist countries; the increased power 
it the socialist states in the world; the increased oppositions and rival 
ry between the capitalist states themselves; the intensification of the 
ppositions within the American ruling circles themselves. 





‘or those very reasons the possibilities of the peace movement in the Neth 
erlands are becoming greater, while at the same time the conditions are 
being created for a more independent position of the small countries. The 
mass demonstration for peace in the Netherlands can put a new face on our 
country's foreign policy. The interests of small countries have become 
more visible and are finding more recognition in a time when the nuclear 
destructive power of the great powers has reached an absurd magnitude. 

the movement for peace--against atomic weapons and for détente, for solu 
tion of problems by consultation instead of by force--is of national im- 
ortance and serves the cause of peace internationally as well. 


In this consciousness the party is intensifying its activities. It con- 
siders the existence of broad, and in this respect developing, peace 
movements as being of the greatest importance. For they are proving to 
«© able to appeal to and to mobilize the great masses. 


The cooperation of political parties as it took shape in the demonstration 
against modernization of nuclear weapons and in the Consultative Organ 
\gainst Nuclear Weapons (CPN, PPR |Political Party of Radicals], PSP 
[Pacifist Socialist Party], PvdA [Labor Party], D’66 [Democrats ‘66], CIA 
[Christian Democratic Appeal], side by side with the three peace movements, 
the FNV [Netherlands Trade Union Federation], and the VVDM [Union of Con- 
scripts]) came about in a climate in which the movement against the neu- 
tron bomb and against the presence of nuclear weapons on Dutch territory 
had reached a peak. For that very reason that cooperation is significant. 


\s a part of this whole the party should retain its own identity and make 
it manifest through initiative, organizational power, its own forms of 
demonstration, and most of all through a theoretical position, with a 
feeling for flexibility in changing relationships. 
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On Socia: and Leonomic Conflict 


Ihe situation today is characterized in the first place by an unprece 
dentedly heavy attack by the government and the emplovers on the standard 
of living and on the social and cultural services, and in the second place 
by the resistance to it, which is steadily growing in scope and force, 


Up to now the rightist forces have represented it as if the crisis and the 
massive unemployment could be combatced by a policy of moderation on wages 
and welfare benefits, economy, and suppression of union rights in favor of 
profits, 


Practice has shown the bankruptey of this policy; unemployment is increas- 
ing. 


Several regions are in an intolerable s tuation due to collapse of indus- 
try and lack of measures to promote empi ment. Plant closings and re- 
organization at the expense of the workers which have been carried out by 
the firms increase the unemployment still further. The younger workers 
are especially hard-hit by the growing unemployment. Many of them see 

the prospects of a future in keeping with their education and expectations 
taken from them, 


The massive unemployment also hits women especially hard. It is primarily 
here that the oppression of women in the socioeconomic field manifests it- 
self. And that at the same time that the right to paid work is already 
hampered by various forms of discrimination and lack of such services as 
child care. The policy of restraint has also led to a cutback in the 
cost-of-living allowance. Inflation is increasing and is also furthered 
by increased taxes imposed by the autnorities. While this causes the 
profits of the multinational corporations and the banks to increase, the 
standard of living of the working population and especially the people 
supported on welfare is threatened. 





Farmers, shopkeepers, and other groups of independent persons similarly 
find the government's policy an encroachment on their interests. 


Tne consequences of the capitalist crisis and the government's policy also 
manifest themselves in the continuing housing shortage and the threat to 
the living environment. 


Powerless to solve the problems of standard of living, housing, and jobs, 
the right resorts to authoritarian measures and even to political force 
against strikers, squatters, and other demonstrators. 


The CPN will continue to make its contribution to the further strengthen- 
ing of a militant opposition to the government's policy. At the same time 
it sees in this the principal force for the development of a democratic 
power formation which will set itself the objective of bringing about a 
change of direction in the socioeconomic policy. 
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lhe CNP considers at of the very greatest importance to draw the lessons 
from the demonstrations of the time just past, which have a previously un 
Known scope and effect and embrace practically all sectors of the life of 
society, 


The movement "Specification ‘Sl Must Be Thrown Out'--in whieh the commnun- 
ists are playing an initiative-taking and stimulating part--brought about 
the tirst combination of forces against the socioeconomic policy of the 
Van Agt-Wiegel government, 


ln it were gathered together trade union members and the unorganized, 
workers from many plants and branches of industry; public employees, un- 
employed persons, the aged, and WAO'ers [recipients of benefits under the 
Law on Labor Disability]; workers in education, health care, and welfare 
work; women working in and outside of the home; students and artists; 
those who are working in the regions for the people's interests. In this 
movement, which is based on demonstrations for special interests in diver 
gent sectors of society, mutual solidarity takes shape, and leads to a 
broad development of force which expresses itself in demonstrations and 
manifestations of all kinds. 


in addition, diverse forms of democratic mass action have developed at uni 
versities and other educational institutions; among tenants and house 
hunters for the right to affordable housing, against leaving housing un- 
occupied for speculative reasons and degeneration of such housing into 
slums; in defense of the interests of the foreign workers in the Nether- 
lands, who are exposed to deprivation of rights and discrimination and 
who, as a part of the working class in our country, fill an important 
r6le of their own in the struggle; and in many-sided movements against 
pollution of the environment and damage to public health by chemical con 
cerns and by the dangers that arise from the excitation of nuclear energy. 


The fight for the liberation of women is also devetoping on the socio- 
economic terrain, with concrete demands and demonstrations for paid work, 
services, measures agains’ discrimination, and many solidarity demonstra 
tions. Women are fighting together with men for wages, jobs, and better 
working conditions. During the Rotterdam dock strike it became evident 
how great the importance of this is. In the movement against the policy 
of the government and employers, unmistakable impulses are given to the 
encouragement of the opposition and of the necessary dialog over progres - 
Sive alternatives. 


The CPN observes that in the movement of the past few vears the indispen 
sable réle of the action committees is proved. 


After the formation and work of action committees had initially been com 
batted from many quarters, the significance of these action committees 
as conflict-born cooperative organs of organized and unorganized and of 
all who are willing to unite for specific aims has been generally recog- 
nized in the life of society. The action committees are of great impor- 
tance for democracy in action. 
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lust G8 it is Necessary to gather all fore s for the defense of the right» 
of the union movement and those of the elected representatives of the 
workers, it is also Necessary to strengthen the position of the action 
COmmittecs, 


Within the tramewor. of the detense and enlargement of democratic right», 
such as the fight to atrike, particularly in a period in which great dan 
gore threaten the workers’ interests, action must be taken to «trengthen 
the trade union movement and its right to make decisions--a8 well as that 
f other democratic fighting agencies of the masses~--in ali questions 
that affect the lot of the working population, 





The oppesition to the pelley of the government and employers achieved a 
yreanthrough with the Rotterdam dock strike in the fall of 1979, The 
trike yielded important resulte for the dock workers and at the same time 
gave 4 powerful impulse to the struggle of the entire Dutch labor move 
mont lhe strike drew a line through the bill that the government and 
employers were about to present to the workers, The wage restra nt pol 
icy was Shipwrecked llesitations that existed in the labor movement 
arti) a8 a@ Ppesult of the actions of rightist union directors under the 
influence of leading cireles in the PvdA--were suppressed to an incress- 
ing degree, A selidarity came into being that embraced the whole country 


thus @ few reality took whape in which it was made clear that the workers 
were no longer willing to swallow the policy of wage restraint or to con 
cur anf views that, with variations, advocated all sorts of concessions to 
that policy. Since the dock strike, militancy both inside the 

trade union movemen” and outside of it has further increased, and this 
ied to the mass demonstrations during the first few months of 1980. Be- 
sides the great development of strength in the plants, many struck for 
the first time in service establishments, showing how the conflict is 
preading. 


in these actions, since followed by actions for wage and other demands in 
various plants and sectors, it is being made clear that the working popu 
lation is not tamely submitting to the wage dictate and the enabling act 
to which the government has resorted. 


ihe CPN is of the opinion that--in view of the attitude of the government 

the tight must be further engaged with full force and conviction. It 
considers it the duty of all progressive people to throw themselves into 
it.

‘cext) Paramaribo=-The Netherlands-Suriname Development Cooperation Commis- 
sion (CONS] has approved in principle 55 development projects for Suriname 
involving a total sum of 500 million guilders, This means that most projects 
(96 percent) which the Suriname Government had submitted to CONS in the 
framework of the emergency program can be carried out. 





The CONS met in Paramaribo last week and avoided the problematical issue of 
index-linking the aid. Talks between Minister Without Portfolio of Develop- 
ment Aid de Koning and [Suriname] Prime Minister Chin A Sen in the summer 
were broken off because the Netherlands refused to comply with Suriname's 
wish for the aid to be made inflation-proof, 


Of the 500 million guilders which has now been alloted, around half will 
be devoted directly or indirectly to the productive sector including agri- 
culture. A sum has been earmarked for the Kabalebo project--the hydroelec- 
tric power station with surrounding reservoirs and dams--intended for the 
development of West Suriname. In addition agreesent has been reached on a 
plan to build 1,000 houses and to improve welfare facilities, 


Program 


At the end of the 15th CONS meeting Dutch Delegation Chairman Professor F, 
Van Dam announced that half of the previous projects have not been carried 
out. The 80 million guilders earmarked for these projects will now be in- 
cluded in the 500 million guilders for implementing the emergency program, 
However he did not say that the unimplemented projects have bee: completely 
shelved. 


A large number of those projects will be incorporated into the new govern- 
ment's emergency program. in order to avert the danger of already agreed 
projects not being implemented a monitoring and control center is now being 
set up to which Suriname and the Netherlands are each alloting 1 million 
guildere.

ALGERLA STOPS NATURAL GAS SHIPMENTS

{|Article: Great disappointment in Groningen Because Algeria Cannot Deliver 
Natural Gas] 


[Text] Algeria scratched the cabinet's plans to secure the nation's energy 
supplies for the coming yeare with Liquid natural gas (LNG). 


Yesterday Minister G. van Aardenne wrote the Second Chamber that the Algerian 
company Sonatrach will not supply our country with natural gas. 


The Algerians do not intend to invest in the construction of plants for the 
liquification of natural gas. They are, however, willing to discuss delivery 
of their natural gas via a pipeline. 


Employment 


This not entirely surprising development will most likely have disagreeable 
consequences for employment in northeast Groningen. 


By letting liquid natural gas enter the country through a yet to be built 
terminal in the Eemshaven this depressed area would receive a shot in the arm. 


The construction of this terminal in the Eemshaven would also have attracted 
a number of other industries. The government is now hoping that discussions 
with Nigeria which will also deliver liquid natural gas will be so fruitful 
that the Kemshaven can still be built. 


CDA [Christian Democratic Appeal], VVD [Union of Freedom and Democracy], and 
the province of Groningen as well, insist that these plans be carried out. 
The PvdA [Labor Party] is less positive in this respect. 


However, employment in Groningen must receive a booet, if need be, by other 
projects. 


Algeria also demands a higher price for natural gas. According to the present 
contract The Netherlands is to pay 40 cents per cubic mater, but Algeria is 
now asking 50 cents. 
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in comparison: Since the completion of succesatul discussions with West 
cermany The Netherlands receives itself 25 cents per cubic meter,

lo \avure the supply of natural gas the government ie also considerltiag to 
urchase it from Russia, Its price is from 35 to 40 cents per cubic meter, 


According to @ spokesman of the Dutch Gas Union the Algerian company Sonatrach 
jas not canceled the contract for delivery of Liquid natural gas to The 
Netherlands. ‘That contract remains in existence," according to Mr B.W. 
Hoitink, information officer of the Gas Union. "We have indeed been told 

that the third lLiquification plant which Algeria was going to build, will 

io finitely not be completed between 1980 and 1984," 


"we were to receive our gas from that plant.” 


Cancellation of shipments of liquid gas from Algeria to the Eemshaven in 
Yelfeijl has greatly disappointed many authorities. E.H. Toxopeus. commis- 
sioner of the Queen in Groningen finds it a sharp blow to Groningen. Especially 
when he thinks of the 2,000 temporary jobs needed to build the terminal which 
would have begun this year. 


The provincial government will soon discuss the new situation with the minister 
of Economic Affairs. 


Mr Toxopeus would like to find out if there are other plants in Algeria 
which could deliver Liquid gas to The Netherlands. He would like to discuss 
this subject with the minister.

FOREIGN ORDERS FOR FRIGATES ARE INCREASING 
Rotterdam NRC HANDELSBLAD in Dutch 16 Sep 80 p 21 
{[Article: "RSV Says Even More Orders Possible’ | 


[Text] Schipol/Rotterdam, 16 Sep--Portugal, New Zealand, and Canada are 

in principle willing to order a number of frigates from the Rijn-Schelde- 
Verolme (RSV) concern, A. Stikker, RSV's president director, revealed 

this yesterday evening at Schiphol at his arrival from Greece where he 
signed a contract covering delivery of one frigate and an option on a second. 


Portugal has already made up its mind according to Stikker, That country 
wants to order three so-called S (Standard) frigates valued at 300 million 
guilders a piece from RSV, Only the definitive contract is not signed, and 
it could still take some time before that point is reached. Stikker 
predicated: "A period of difficult bargaining will be next." 


Of the three ships one is slated for construction by the shipyard of 
Wilton-Fijenoord in Schiedam (a subdivision of RSV), Portugal wants to 
build the remaining two under license at the shipyard of Viana do Castello 
in Oporto, Each ship will create employment for 600 persons over a period 
of 3-1/2 years, 


Things are a little different in New Zealand, In that country Parliament 
will have to make the decision in principle whether a frigate is needed or 
not, Scikker declared with self-confidence: ‘Once the affirmative answer 
is given we will get the order," In this case it concerns delivery of one 
ship to be built by the shipyard of De Schelde in Flushing (also an RSV 
subdivision), 


Stikker is also strongly convinced that he will become involved in the 
construction of standard frigates in Canada, This country has reached the 
point where its warships must be replaced and because of our cooperation 
with the Canadian shipbuilding group Pratt and Whitney we are high on the 
list when the government starts to order.

Options 


Ihe contract Mr Stikker signed yesterday in Greece covers the construction 
of one ship and options on a second, Moreover, the Greek navy has taken 
an option on a so-called Licensing agreement for the construction in Greece 
of more trigates, 


‘his means that Greek shipyards will themselves build these warships in 
accordance with the RSV concept, Parts will then be mainly supplied from 
the Netherlands by subdivisions of Rijn-Schelde-Verolme (Stikker: “in 
this manner we will remain involved in this project for many years to come"), 


ASV can deliver the first frigate to Greece in the fall of 1981, De Schelde 
Shipyard has namely been building it for quite some time on orders of the 
dutch navy, 


'. is the sixth ship in a series of 12 standard frigates RSV is building for 
the navy. .t will now yield one frigate to Greece and order a replacement, 
This is based on the following reasoning: because of fast delivery to 
ureece RSV remains a step ahead of the competition, 


The minister of defense finds this change in the Dutch frigate building 
program acceptable because, on the one hand, it will favorably affect 

employment in the shipbuilding industry and, on the other hand, it will 
modernize the navy of NATO partner Greece in the vulnerable southeast corner. 


According to Stikker RSV has been trying to sell the S-frigate to Greece 
since November 1978, However, during the past years there were also other 
nations eager to do business. "We got the order against heavy competition. 
West Germany, France, Italy, Belgium, and England all presented drafts and 
attractive conditions," 


According to the RSV director price and delivery time ultimately convinced 
Greece to clinch the deal, Stikker declares: "This proves that the Dutch 
industry can still take on world competition,” 


The Greek order is to RSV a “cash order." Two Dutch banks, Amro and ABN 
loaned Greece the money to finance the frigates and RSV will therefore be 
paid in cash, According to Stikker: "Very favorable," 


He found the Dutch government's financing facilities for such an important 
order for our export less favorable, "For instance, as regards net interest 
expenses The Netherlands is far behind its neighbors, They are helping 
their industry in a manner almost unthinkable over here," 


According to the RSV director the government could have done much better as 
far as financial assistance is concerned, "Under the circumstances we had 
to do a lot ourselves," Stikker stated that the Greek order would cover 
the expenses of RSV (plagued by enormous losses over the past years). 
According to him there is no question of loss participation whereby the 
government assumes losses for the order,

The signers state that the current president "offers a guarantee of respect 
for, and assurance of respect for the fundamental principles of the state 
of law, end of democratic, pluralistic, legality and stability, which 25 
April restored to the inalienable historic values of the Portuguese nation.’ 
Moreover, they stress "the lofty moral sense with which Ramalho Eanes has 
discharged his first term."

According to Lanes, the Portuguese “historic compromise," the only ore that 
will stabilize the democracy, will have to take place between the two mont 
representative movements, the Socialist and Social Democratic, Someone 
asked: “Are you referring to Sa Carneiro's PSD?" Eanee chose to anawer in 
a lofty manner, suggesting that certain Social Democracic groups have lost 
the guidepost of their doctrine, and have assumed rignat wing positions. 


| asked him whether his differences with the Social Democrats in the govern- 
ment were ideological, or based on personal incompatibility. He replied, 
with calculated brevity: “Unfortunately, politics in Portugal is personal- 
ived." There is apparently no solution to his conflict with Sa Carneiro, 

Sa Carneiro and Freitas de Amara! have stated that, if Panes wins (and this 

is almost certain),even if their coalition wins previously in the legisla- 
tive elections of 5 October, they will not be willing to form a government, 
The general-president unequivocally condemned these “undemocratic intentions," 
and coneluded by saying: “In politics, one is in the service of the country." 


An American Aircraft Carrier on the Tague’ 


"Donha” Manuela interrupted: "lt is the problem of ethics and politics!" 
Lanes cut off the lady: “It is the problem of work well done. I want to 
do it until the end, Let the others assume their responsibilities until 
the end as well.” 


Someone asked: “What about an American aircraft carrier on the Tagus?" The 
Soviet colleague, Ignatiyev (one of the superpower's leading newsmen), lis- 
tened to the president's argument with a certain amount of fascination. 

"Of course this is of benefit to the United States, for economic and espe- 
cially strategic reasons, but will it also benefit Portugal? The matter 
will have to be studied.” 


A long harangue about the “European strategic theater” and the international 
situation bored those present. I admit that I considered it the most clear- 
cut and significant part of the meeting. Eanes is a great expert on strate- 
gic matters, and a persistent specialist, not a neophyte from the military 
academy. He works on the reports that he receives, ingesting and transform- 
ing them. 


What was fascinating was the fact that we would be in agreement on very few 
things. The Portuguese president appears relatively moderate when judging 
Soviet imperialism, and rather severe when evaluating the American policy 
toward its European allies. The creation of Europe nm tactical atomic weapons 
seems to him to be urgently needed for Europe. Up uniil now, the lack of 
Western solidarity impeded such a plan. “Is it possible?" I asked, when it 
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was my turn. lt wae the only time that the general lost his patience: "Of 
course it is possible, and urgently needed!" 


Spain and NATO 


Naturally, he did not wish to express an opinion concerning Spain's possible 
entry into NATO, "That is something that the Spanish people must decide; 

i shall not express a view on this subject." But he took up the theory of 
our mutual friend, Comdr Melo Antunes: our country's entry into the Alliance 
would decompensate the balance of forces in Europe, and might possibly evoke 
a Soviet response. Yugoslavia, perhaps.” “What was the Western reaction 
after Ethiopia, Angola and Afghanistan?" | asked, without a bit of naivete. 
"Did the Soviet presence in those latitudes also ‘decompensate' the global 
balance?" There was no answer. 


“Afghanistan we, more than anything else, a response to European weakness. 
woo would be hurt most by the closing of the Strait of Hormuz and the cutting 
oft of the oil route? We Europeans. The Americans can supply themselves 
because of their resources, We cannot." At times, Eanes' theories resemble 
those of the most stringent Atlantist; and sometimes they are a thousand 
light years away. 


ihe Portuguese Actuality 


Someone interrupted the argument, requesting a return to domestic affairs, 
the Portugese electoral actuality, and the struggle of clans and tribes. 


“The Communists? After a Stalinist activity, it would eppear that they have 
decided to become integrated into the democratic system, although they have 
not lost hope of winning power. They represent an important sector of the 
electorate," 


"IT am not a Marxist. I am a Christian by training. The right wing is dis- 
appointed in me, because it was expecting me to protect its interests, per- 
haps on the basis of my petit bourgeois social origin. But I cannot forget 
my people's farmers, those who work from sun to sun. There is no intention 
»f robbing anyone: we must improve the lot of those who have nothing. In 
Portugai, there are many of them." 


"The Catholics will act in different ways in the elections. I do not believe 
that there is a common position regarding my candidacy, despite the efforts 
being made by the right. Some will vote according to their conscience. 
Others will do so under the influence of the adverse propaganda." 


"Epinole He was my superior in Guinea, a great general and a great person- 
age, with shortcomings and enormous virtues. He was the first one to point 
out che absurdity of the colonial war, with the moral courage to do so. 
After the revolution, events overtook him. Perhaps he was used. Although 














I was his triend, it did not matter to me that, upon his return from exile, 
he was arrested, taken to prison and interrogated, That happened to every- 
one; I did not allow any exceptions, Back my candidacy? Yeas, at leant 
indirectly, The presence of former Prime Minister Adelino da Palma Carlos 
among those who asked me to run for reelection indicates this." 


"Soares Carneiro (the government coalition's candidate for the presidency): 
l hardly know him, Only that he did not take part in the counter-coup of 
25 November. Perhaps he did not arrive on time, or did not want to arrive." 


"Armed Forces: After the revolution, they were the veteran officers who did 
not understand, or refused to understand. And the young ultra-leftist of fi- 
cers. Could they all be dispensed with? We chose the most risky solution, 
and the most consistent one: to unify ranks and reduce hard feelings. It 
was not easy.” 


"News media: In order to prevent their being manipulated by the authorities, 
and sectarianism imposed from above, the new censorship must be established, 
with the clause on conscience, statutes onwriting and participation in the 
editorial line. That will not be simple either." 


"Constitutional revision: It is indispensable. The malfunctioning among 
the organs of sovereignty and the ambiguities in the text which was written 
under different political circumstances require such a reform. It will, 
without doubt, facilitate political stability and democratic normality." 


"Bipolarity-confrontation: I view the future of Portuguese political activity 
with a relative degree of optimism. The tendencies toward bipolarization and 
eontlict can be surmounted. Political tension and confronation are essential 
in a democracy. But, on the other hand, the creation of irreconcilable 
groups hampers any viable plan." 


The Peninsular Relations 


The general-president commented on the peninsular relations with perfect 
tactfulness. He detracted importance from the recent fishing “hostilities” 
on the Onuba |Huelva|] border. He spoke of King Juan Carlos with affection. 


"I shall not meet with the king within a few weeks, in Salamanca, as has been 
claimed. I am a candidate now, and I would not like to compromise the mon- 
arch in the midst of an electoral battle. I ama friend of his, and I admire 
the great effort that he has made during recent years. I want to avoid mis- 
interpretations. As for Suarez’ visit to Lisbon, it is significant that he 
came in his shirtsleeves. And I am grateful to him for not notifying me 

that he was here, because in the long run that would have complicated mat- 
ters. He made a meaningful gesture, of electoral support for his friends. 
Suarez is intelligent, and has experience. One takes notice of him." 
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In mid-evening, the president stood up from the large monastic chair in 
which he had been submerged, He remained standing during the second part 

of the dialog, standing upright for 2 hours, immutable, untiring and motion=- 
leas, like the aphinx to which he has been compared so often, perhaps mia- 
takenly. The sighe of “Donha” Manuela increased after 0200 hours, "Oh, 
Antonio, it is late." tHe left as he had come: stiffly, solemn, distributing 
sreetings with a nod of his head, shaking hands, serious and circumapect.

AD Criticizes Socialist Formulas

The next Assembly of the Republic will have powers for constitutional revi- 
sion, This is an important issue which is certainly of concern to a large 
number of our fellow countrymen and to the nation's future. 


What are the main features of the PS proposal for constitutional revision? 
No one knows, What public debate was brought about on the matter at the 
Socialists’ initiative? None. 


Their fundamental attitude is, "we shall see, later on." The PS incapable 
of coming forth with firm proposals, is asking its voters, and even its 
mewbere, to give it a blank check. 


The PS has only succeeded in making progress on two points: in the crude 
hostility to the referendum, even as a method for overcoming stalemate 
situations in the process of constitutional revision, and in agreeing that 
the Council of the Revolution should be abolished, although (strangely 
enough!) it agrees that some of the present members of that organ of sover- 
eignty should be transferred to a future Council of State. 


Otherwise, its attitude shows a regrettable lack of creativity and initiative. 


Is the PS for or against the reinforcement of the powers of the president of 
the republic? Is the PS interested in keeping in the Constitution the content 
of programs which insures the spirit of representative democracy! Does the 
PS agree that there should be actual progress toward a real regionalization 
of the country? 


Therein lies a small group of issues on which the country does not know what 
the thinking of the PS is, or might prove to be. 


Not to mention the FRS, wherein the ambiguity is even more evident; nor the 
at least ridiculous statements of Dr Jorge Miranda, aluding to Pinochet in 
connection with possibilities of a referendum in Portugal; nor the obvious 
lack of historical harmony between the FRS and Gen Ramalho Eanes who, as 
everyone is aware, was already in favor of the proposition of the constitu- 
tional referendum. 


I shall confine myself to citing this fundamental fact: The absence of a 
firm plan for constitutional revision is, for the democratic partisan left, 
the most clearcut indication that it does not have a consistent cultural 
design for our country. 
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United in their intention of defeating AD, the FRS and APU have adopted the 
defense of the dogma-Constitution as an ideological common denominator. 


And, apart from this common denominator, PS has offered nothing except « 
belated mimicking, copying from the PC the conservatism of the Large estate 
syatem in relation to the fundamental law. 


[t must be admitted that this is very little for the party which wants to 
appear as a champion of reforms and an authentic heir of the spirit of 
progress, since we are far removed from the (at least tactical) malleabi- 
lity that Dr Jaime Gama displayed in an article published on 15 January 
1979 in DIARIO DE NOTICIAS, regarding the constitutional revision! 


the Government Program 


And because they lack a consistent cultural design, the FRS and PS, both, 
ire incapable of producing a joint government program. Moreover, how would 
they have prepared it? 


ASDI |Independent Social Democratic Association] is in favor of Portugal's 
entry into the EEC, In the PS, there are two opposing movements: those 

who are in favor of (and have fought for) the acceleration of the integration 
process, and those who criticize the timetable for the membership process, 

in the name of a future democratic and socialist Europe. UEDS [Leftist Union 
for Socialist Democracy], in turn, does not conceal all the misgivings evoked 
within it by the proposition of Portugal's entry into the Common Market. 


In the midst of so much dissension (on a fundamental issue), a compromise 
with the electorate, a clear statement, and a course without ambiguities 
are impossible. 


lt is only natural that this should be the case. ASDI has as an example 

the present German chancellor. PS is wavering between him, Willy Brandt, 
and Mitterrand. UEDS gives its preference to Melina Mercouri, or perhaps 
to Rocard, of the old days of the French PSU [Unified Socialist Party]. 


Dr Mario Soares may or may not maintain a certain amount of unity externally 
within the party of which he is secretary general. His success, or Lack 
thereof in this task remains to be seen. But what the candidate for prime 
minister,Mario Soares, cannot guarantee is that the "Front" will succeed in 
concealing its differences regarding the European issue much beyond the 
period of time that the bucolic colors of its placards remain on the walls. 


In brief, FRS and PS also are asking the electorate for a blank check with 
respect to a government program, 


Since they are not in agreement (and they are not, as Dr Vitor Constancio 
honestly admitted in an interview with EA’RESSO) on the European issue, 
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they cannot be in agreement on anything that pertains to the nation's future 
in a substantive, structural manner, 


The famous "25 measures" (what a great mistake in political perspective and 
capacity for foreseeing!) displayed thus far as “part of the government pro- 
gram," in addition to having a demagogic flavor of "rebotled tea," suffer 

from a far more important evil: They appear to be an enormous "bluff" design- 
ed to throw a smokescreen over the gaps in the "Front's" program. 


Insofar as can b observed, they are "25 measures" of a mystery program, a 
kind of pure ides housed in the "allegory of the caves" of a Portuguese Plato. 


In fact, the PS has made a mistake which is unforgivable in politics: It 
thought that the salt and pepper (which ASDI and UEDS are trying to be) of 

a formal cruet-holder called FRS were sufficient to make the electorate will- 
ing to try the food that it wants to give them. Only there is no food to 
salt or pepper, because the affirmative nucleus of FRS is of a purely defen- 
sive nature: antifascistand antialliance. Otherwise, the FRS's program 
proposal does not exist, with the "25 measures" discounted of course.... 


At this point, 1 refer the readers to a text which the FRS' potential voters 
in particular should (re)read: the political accord affecting the PS-CDS 
government. On 13 January 1978, General Eanes was informed that a joint 
document had been concluded by the two parties, in which there was a clear- 
cut (although, of course, theoretical) platform containing general government 
guidelines. Neither party had any difficulty in explaining the contents of 
that text, although both certainly had other types of dislikes. 


Thus, at that time (if I am not mistaken, it was in February 1978), several 
prominent members of the Socialist Intervention Group joined the PS. 


This goes to show that FRS has theoretical and program bases that are even 
less firm than those which justified, at the time, the government with a 
PS base and majority parliamentary backing from CDS. 


The Government Base 


On the other hand, it may be said that, while the FRS' theoretical and pro- 
gram bases are slight, the same thing does not hold true for the social and 
parliamentary bases of support for the government which the "Front" might 
head. 


| shall put aside the matter of a social base, because it is significant only 
in the present phase, from the standpoint of the sociological influence that 

might be brought about by way of politics eud Parliament for this hypothetical 
government. 
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In tact, with respect to the VEDS' social prominence, the last «elections 
speak for themselves, And, certainly, no one is convinced of the ASDI's 
social prominence, This leaves us almost with the PS base alone, if it 
can be maintained with all the “pulley treatment" that the creation of the 
Front itself has caused, 


Hence, we are left with the question of the possible parliamentary base for 
i hypothetical government headed by Dr Mario Soares. And we must conclude, 
right now, that such a government is impossible, and that, essentially, if 
the FRS battle should win, it could only lead to a government of indepen- 
dents backed by General Eanes, 


The FRS has been very reserved about a policy on alliances. It is a matter 
of its trying to flee like the devil from the cross, and hence APU has not 
ceased to shout that the PS must be prevented from becoming allied with the 
"right" again. 


in fact, if Ab did not have the absolute majority of deputies, it would be 
in the opposition, as noted in its constituent accord of 5 July 1979. 


in other words, the then FRS-APU numerical majority would be responsible for 
the formation of the government and for its continuance. This (let us admit) 
would only be possible with a political accord, as was clearly evident on 8 
December 1977, when Dr Mario Soares' first government fell. Now the PS 
secretary general, in a recent debate with Diogo Freitas do Amaral, was 
incapable of concealing the seriousness of the problem, and declared that 

PS would not make any government accord with the PCP, in the event that the 
FRS-APU combined had a numerical majority. Hence one concludes, syllogis- 
tically, that unless there is a subsequent change of positions, Dr Mario 
Soares will be unable to form a government, even in a parliamentary situation 
wherein AD is not in the majority. 


Therefore, all that remains for him is to make viable (with APU) governments 
of presidential initiative. That is to say, in the event of an AD defeat, 
in the terms that have been described, PS would have to give the power to 
General Eanes. For one who, in 1979, protested so much abroad against the 
dangers of Eanism in Portugal, this has not failed to be a situation that 

is at least uncomfortable.... 


In short, FRS is also asking the electorate for a blank check, insofar as 
the base and type of government that it proposes are concerned. 


The Presidential Question 


We have arrived at another part of the FRS' system for electoral promotion: 
the candidate for president. 


The secretary general named the “candidate of the regime’ eve ‘efore the 
individual concerned had opened his mouth on the subject. ‘'.r: " of the 
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Constitutioa, “owner” of democratic orthodoxy, in short, "owner" of the 
regime, PS .as proclaimed itself "owner" of General Eanes, even running the 
risk of his not liking it, as he appears not to, Therefore, the Socialists 
have contracted the moral and political obligation to explain to the public 
their candidacy contract with General Eanes. 


At this point, we are embarking on truly swampy terrain. In the aforemen- 
tioned televised debate with Diogo Freitas do Amaral, Dr Mario Soares appear- 
ed visibly embarrassed about the subject, He said that the contents of the 
contract would be disclosed before 5 October, He said that the contents of 
the contract stemmed from the texts which the PS and the president were pub- 
lishing. He said that the contents of the contract lay in the upholding of 
the type of constitutional revision called for in the law itself; he said.... 


After all, what did he say? Is there a contract, or is there not? If there 
is, what is it? If there is not, why not? And if there is no contract, but 
only a convergence of some views, why does he not say so clearly? There is 
nothing shameful about there not being a contract, if in fact there is none. 


However, | would like to think that in this, as in other instances, Dr Mario 
Soares is gaining increasingly from the coexistence with General Eanes the 
sorcery of ambiguity and withdrawal from the republican spirit. 


Because Gen Ramalho Eanes is not a republican, either by disposition or prac- 
tice. There runs in his veins a liking to put off decisions, a sense of dis- 
trust, a delight in definite bisections, the capacity to break friendships, 

a conspiratorial impetus, a mania for secrecy, a leaning toward alienating 
allies, a reverential respect for the virtues of organization (for example, 
as he acknowledged in the PC), a bitter distaste for the politics of the 
"nyoliticians" (for example, in 1978, that of Dr Mario Soares himself), the 
tiresome nature of parties, the tedium of parliamentarism and the "trans- 

ve ititism" of a circumstantial ethnic. 


In backing General Eanes' second candidacy, Dr Mario Soares, a convinced 
republican, is forcing himself to do something unpleasant. He is lagging 
behind events, he who considers himself, and perhaps is, an essential runner. 
And, basically, he will feel that, in backing the presidential candidate 
that they are rushing to designate, he is putting his signature on a blank 
check: the same blank check which he is seeking from the electorate in the 
matter of the president as well. Because General Eanes has autocratic lean- 
ines, far exceeding those who, because of their capacity for quick decisions, 
can at times project by themselves the false image of a nonexistent autho- 
ritarianism. This is a point on which the acumen of engineer Lopes Cardoso 
and his UEDS appears to be more consistent than the overall attitude of the 
FRS and the specific attitude of the PS. 


And if there were any doubts, it would suffice to reread the argument (rather 
absurd, | admit) that took place with Dr Medeiros Ferreira in early 1978, 
about presidentialism and semipresidentialism. I do not think that the PS 
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was close to the propositions which Dr Medeiros Ferreira had then (and | 
think still maintains) regarding the absolute necessity for reinforcing 

the president's powers,.,, Not to mention the strange situation whereby 

the antireterendum Socialists felt comfortable in the company of the pro- 
referendum ex=Socialists with respect to the backing of a mutual presidential 
candidate, 


‘articularly when (as was the case) it was the latter, and not the former, 
who took the lead in backing General Lanes' second candidacy. 


rhe Bipelarization 


| can readily perceive that, in all these preceding lines, the readers who 
are FRS adherents will try to observe another provocative part of the stra- 
tegy otf bipolarization; or that some members of the independent democratic 
left will say in this regard: "Is he trying to say that, outside of AD, 
there exists only APU?" "Does he want to reduce the influence of the Social 
Jemocrats and expand the area of the Communists?" 


i do not care about the interpretations. I care about the facts and, based 
on the requirements of intellectual honesty and good sense (if not out of 
immediate political interest), I am forced to regret them. History will 
judge who caused, more or less, the negative consequences of the bipolari- 
zation produced, particularly in 1979, by the PS, after its Third Congress. 





As for myself, | have always thought, and still think that the construction 
of democracy in Portugal can only be achieved, in the area of the partisan 
left, with the growth of PS at the expense of PC. 


but those are considerations on the sidelines in the present moment in his- 
tory. The realities are what they are. 


And it would be tragic if, not perceiving this, FRS were to (also) become 
submerged in what Jean Daniel recently termed "les lachetes de la detente" 
|cowardice of detente]; and if it could not, at least in its political 
struggle, intensify the cultural and liberating significance of the feat 

of the Polish workers; and if it could not manage to make a real democratic 
lesson out of the martrydom of Afghanistan. 


For this would be more profoundly beneficial to the real interests of the 
Portuguese workers, which are interests of justice, yes, but of liberty also! 


In its persistence in equating AD with 24 April, FRS has made an historical 
error; and it has proved that, in Portugal, the democratic left has simul- 
taneously lost its imagination and creativity. And, because it lacks a 
cultural design, it has to beg of the electorate a blank check, for the 
constitutional revision, for the government program, tor the base of the 
government and for the presidential election. Paradoxically, all this in 
the name of bipolarization!

The New Strategy

Debate Highlights Strategy Differences

_fext] Two and a half hours of debate give food for thought, especially when 
Lie opponents are esteemed and well known personages in Portuguese politics, 
and with dissimilar kinds of opposition in particular. 


In this inetance, involving Freitas do Amaral (vice prime minister and minis- 
ter of foreign affairs) and Mario Soares (secretary general of the Socialist 
Party and leader of PRS), the expectations grew “avidly” concerning the diver- 
sity of topics that could be discussed in a "face to face” encounter arranged 
in a timely manner by RTP, 


And while the debate did not have the virtue (despite the attempt) of enlight- 
ening the populace on essential issues of national politics (such as the 
presidential eelections, directly linked with the legislative elections), 

it served a8 an extremely important barometer for analyzing the relations 
between the situation and the opposition, from which the two participants 

in the televised debate, after all, took their backing. 


in fact, rather than a mere discussion of concrete points relating to the 
government's performance and proposals from the Socialist opposition, the 
discussion held between the two politicians demonstrated the extent of the 
relations between those governing and those in opposition to the govern- 
ment's action (in strictly democratic terms, it should be understood). 


Actually, Mario Soares attached great importance to the treatment that the 
Democratic Alliance government has given to the opposition parties, 4 matter 
in which he revealed some insecurity, specifically when making comparisons 
with the conduct shown by the Socialist governments. 


in this regard, Freitas do Amaral accused Mario Soares of not having rece iv- 
ed the opposition leaders in the Second Constitutional Government. The 
Sociallsot leader, in turn, claimed that thie government has done the same 
thing. But, strangely enough, he ended by agreeing that he had been received 
by Freitas do Armal concerning matters of foreign policy.... 
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Making Comparisons and Distinetions 


The holding of three televised debates this week between members of the 
government, or leaders of the Democratic Alliance and prominent leadera of 
the Republican Socialist Front, has inevitably led to comparisons, 


The firet difference immediately results from the time spent by the two par- 
ticipants, Furthermore, this difference comes as no surprise: When general 
issues are under discussion, the time needed to discuss them is longer than

fut the great difference lies essentially in the conduct of Mario Soares who, 
dissociating himself from the positions of his partners in the FRS who pre-

in fact, as had occurred in the previous programs, there was no loser and 

no winner. Both contenders made their points, both had done their homework 
adequately and both defended themselves along the line of the political prin- 
ciples with which they are admittedly identified. 


Mario Soares scored: After Freitas do Amaral had for nearly half an hour 
pursued a question to the PS secretary general (what would the FRS policy 

on alliances be in the event that it won only a relative majority of deputies 
in the elections of 5 October), the latter eventually forced the president 

of CDS to give his answer first. 


Mario Soares, clever and experienced, then answered Freitas do Amaral on the 
basis of the reply that the latter had given him.... 


But the vice=-prime minister also scored some significant points, especially 
when he described, with dispassionate, incontestable official statistics, 

the success of his government's economic policy, refuting charges by Mario 
Soares that identified this executive branch with a “government of the rich,” 
backed by a “cave man right.” 


Soarés, Amaral Debate Reviewed

[Text] Yesterday, during a “Face to Face” program with Dr Mario Soares, 


carried by RTP Ll, Prof Freitas do Amaral declared: “We did not come to 
power to manage what was left to us, but rather to change the political and

was responding to an accusation from the Socialist leader regarding the 
manner in which the political activity in various sectors had been conducted 
“outeide of the democratic rules," 


roe 2 hours and 50 minutes, the two politicians discussed extremely variegat- 
ed t#sues of current national concern, virtually without any intervention 
from the moderator, neweman Jose Alberto Moniz, 


Freitas do Amaral began by expressing the view that the executive branch has, 
for the past 8 months, governed in a “peaceful, democratic way, with liberty," 
upholding the opposition statute, and regulating RTP's air time, "without a 
policy of confrontation,” and with all the etrikes “at a normal number from 
the kuropean standpoint,” ending in “democratic negotiation." 


As for Mario Soares, after accusing Sa Carneiro of having avoided the dialog 
with the “spurious” argument that the opposition has its leader in Gen Ramal- 
yo Fanes, a fact that was reaffirmed several times by Freitas do Amaral ,he 
referred to “the difficult situation" of the present prime minister, both 

in the case of the alleged debts to the banks ana in his private life, 


immediately citing the advantages of a complete exp'anation of these matters, 
‘Mario Soares questioned the government's legitimacy, both because of the 

lack of a vote of confidence in Parliament and because of the withdrawal of 

the AR's (Assembly of the Republic] discussion of four fundamental documents 
which served as the basis for the AD's election campaign: the Referendum Frame- 
work Law, the Law on Nationality, the Electoral Law and the Census Law. 


in his rebuttal, Freitas do Amaral stressed the fact that the government did 
not want Parliament to substitute for the courts, that it would not make 
sense to discuss a vote of confidence within 2 months of the elections and 
that it was only because of lack of time and owing to the obstruction from 

the opposition that the four fundamental laws were not approved by the ma jori- 
ty. 


The news media were the next topic in the debate, and Mario Soares accused 

the executive branch of a total manipulation of the news media. He mentioned 
the purging of journalists; he cited the RTP air time used by the government, 
in the case of the “Household Silver” contest, and the control of the nation- 
slized news media. Freitas do Amaral recalled the debate on the subject in 
Parliament, wherein “it was proven that the opposition was incorrect,” denied 
the purging, explained the absence of AD members from the Information Councils 
by the fact that they did not have a majority in them, and revealed “the very 
serious effort to improve the situation that we have encountered," with empha- 
sis on LiasO DE NOTICIAS, which “represents a noteworthy effort for objectivi- 
ty and impartiality.”

Finally, although both leaders expressed confidence regarding victory in 
the forthcoming elections, Mario Soares claimed that he would win a majority, 


Possible Coalitions, Election Scenarios 
Lisbon LXPRESSO in Portuguese 13 Sep 80 p 1 


|Text] Sources close to the AD's presidential candidate, Gen Soares Carneiro, 
disclosed to EXPRESSO that the text of the constitutional revision released 
late yesterday afternoon by the three AD leaders "is completely the respon- 
sibility of AD itself,” and that "Soares Carneiro, if he ie elected, retains 
his freedom of action for any investigations that he must make at the appro- 
priate time,” 


The same sources also told EXPRESSO that, “The general still considers the 
regime agreement between AD and PS essential, specifically in the matter of 
the constitutional revision. In other words, that revision of the fundamen- 
tal law must result from an agreement to be negotiated in the Assembly of 
the Republic between AD and PS, resulting in the position of not assuming 
any political commitment with respect to the AD's plan for constitutional 
revision.” 


They added: “A presidential candiuate cannot be subjugated to a party plan, 
because he needs maneuvering room to arran* for contacts with other poli- 
tical forces, namely, PS.” 


Meanwhile, last week (as the last edition of EXPRESSO reported) a meeting was 
held at the home of Freitas do Amaral, at the Navy Villa, to discuss the con- 
stitutional revision. Attending the meeting, which lasted all day, in addi- 
tion to the CDS leader, were Sa Carneiro and Santana Lopes, representing the 
PSD, Basilio Horta of CDS, Lucas Pires as AD's general coordinator, Sousa 

Lara and Ribeiro Telles on behalf of the PPM [Popular Monarchist Party] and, 
finally, Gen Soares Carneiro and his adviser for constitutional affairs, 


Manuel! Lucena. 


Gen Soares Carneiro is said to have remained almost silent throughout, al though 
he was categorical in rejecting any pact between the presideat of the republic 
and AD, inasmuch as it might be viewed as a renewal of the pact between MFA 
[Armed Porces Movement] and the parties that was concluded during the revolu- 
tionary period. The spokesran for the presidential candidate was said to be 
Manuel Lucena, who gave an explanation, stating that the parliamentarist 
government system could not be given privileges, but that balance must first 
be established between that system and the semipresidentialist one. This 
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proposition was challenged by Santana Lopes, who underacored the positive 
aspects of 4 parllamentariat system, 


During the morning meeting, the main point at the gathering was the issue 
of nationaligation, In this regard, a proposal from Freitas do Amaral, 
whereby all the economic sectors would have to be opened to private enter- 
prise, except for areas which the common law assigned to the public sector, 
san reportedly approved, In any event, according to the CDS leader, the 
delimitation of sectors must cease to be made in the Conatitution itself, 
ind be made by common Law, 


Freitas do Amaral is thereby attempting to give business owners greater secu- 
rity and, it was claimed, to make the current economic system more flexible, 


‘t the end of the meeting, Freitas do Amaral was asked to make a summary of 
the points discussed, one which was submitted at a meeting held last Monday 
in Lisbon In attendance at this new meeting, in addition to the foreign 
attaire minister, were Manuel Lucena, Santana Lopes (PSD) and Sousa Lara 
from PPM, 


PSD and CDS Propose Changes 


Meanwhile, the PSD National Council and the CDS Political Commission, which 
met this week to evaluate the teat of the constitutional revision, released 
yesterday at a press conference held by the three AD leaders, requested some 
changes. 


For example, the PSD National Council proposes two changes that were submit- 
ted to Gen Soares Carneiro by Pedro Roseta. 


The Social Democrats demanded the exclusion from the draft of all matters 
which are exceptions to the Human Rights Convention, and suggested that the 
president of the republic could only preside over the Council of Ministers 

if he obtained the consent of the prime minister. A reminder was given that, 
at the meeting at the Navy Villa, it was established that the president could 
preside over the Councils of Ministers whenever he so desired. 


As for CDS, it should be stressed that its leaders were of the opinion that 
the draft has some gaps in the areas of the autonomous regions and the judi- 
cial branch. 


However, it must be emphasized that the constitutional revision will have to 
be approved by a two thirds majority, and will be promulgated by the presi- 
dent of the republic who is in office at the time. 


Thus, it is too soon to predict what system of government will prevail in 


our country during the next 4 years. In fact, several scenarios are possible 
right now, namely: 
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a. President Lanes is reelected, and then the draft submitted yeasterday by 
AD fails, because it will not have the necessary two thirds in Parliament 
(PS will not vote for it without compensation) and Eanes will not promulgate 
it, 


b. FRS and Eanes win the elections. With this scenario, a draft of an inter- 
mediate constitutional revision between the current president and FRS would 
be approved, 


c, AD and Soares Carneiro win the elections and, in this case, the present 
candidate appears to have a privileged status with respect to the prime 
minister, Sa Carneiro, because it would be incumbent on him to make the 
potential promulgation of the draft. We might add that the latter would 
have to receive the consensus of PS, or be submitted to a referendum with 
the president's backing. 


In conclusion, the matter of the constitutional revision is, for the present, 
something to be postponed until after the elections, but a matter which will 
give a great deal to be discussed when the time comes. 


In order to prevail, the draft of AD and, in the last analysis, of Sa Car- 
neiro, must at all times take two realities into account: the possible vic- 
tory of Eanes, and the two thirds required for its passage by PS; as well 
as the position assumed by Soares Carneiro.

VPK'S WERNER URGES SOCIALISTS TO DEMAND NEW ELECTIONS

[Text] "Now it only remains to be seen whether the 
Social Democrats will go all the way and support our 
demand for a vote of lack of confidence against the 
government in the fall. For we know from the name 
lists being taken all over the country that out in the 
social democratic movement there is a demand for new 
elections." 


That is what Lars Werner, leader of the Left Party Communists, telis 
VAGLNS NYHETER. On Saturday he was standing in the shopping center in 
Nacka with the VPK's name lis.s. The lists demand not only new elections 
but also abolition of the MOMS [value added tax] on food. The latter is 
an old VPK demand that has got new wind in its sails because of the new 
MOMS increase that was passed by the special session of the Riksdag. 


The VPK [Left Party Communists] started its name collecting immediately 
atter the special session passed the MOMS increase. The name lists were 
distributed at market places all over the country. The statement people 
are asked to sign reads, ‘The MOMS increase is the most provocative part 
of the unjust MOMS. Every mouthful of food is costing 23.46 percent more 
in tax.” 


Flop at First 


Lars Werner says that the party went out earlier gathering name lists only 
on the abolition of the MOMS on food. But the interest was feeble then. 


“But this time we are asking at the same time for new elections, and the 
interest is great. Two out of three asked on the street or in shopping 
centers sign. Some may be bothered because the initative eomes from our 
party, but I believe many signatures are coming from Social Democrats," 
says Lars Werner.

PAPER DISCUSSES BOOK ON PALME'S POLITICS, PERSONALITY

[Text] Why does only one Swede in four consider that Olof Palme inspires 
great confidence? Ten years ago it was over 50 percent. The difference 
between Palme's poll figure and the Social Democratic Parties has never 
been greater than now. 


the Center Party and the Center Party leader, the Liberal Party and the 
Liberal Party leader were together in the poll. In the same way the Con- 
servative and VPK [Left-Wing Communist Party] leaders accompanied (or led) 
their parties upward in popularity. Palme's position has weakened while 
the Social Democrats were gaining more than the three government parties 
altogether, according to SIFO [Swedish Public Opinion Research Institute]. 
lie has been party leader for 11 years and prime minister for 7. The 
extra confidence that experience and endurance have given other party 
leaders are lacking. 


As Harry Schein points out in the book "Schein," Olof Palme's personality, 
more than any other politician's, is a subject of political debate. "His 
character, his tactics, his coldness, his unrestrained language" are ana- 
lyzed. 


Schein characterizes him as "an almost possessed moralist,"' with a strong 
emotional involvement with the underprivileged, the outcast, the starving 
masses in the underdeveloped countries, and "a unique sensitivity for the 
play of forces that ultimately determines the path of mankiid: big power 
politics, the demand for national liberation, the supremacy and productiv- 
ity of international capital, the need for rapid changes, and insecurity 
during rapid changes." 


Olof Palme is the only politician in Sweden of whom such things can be 
said, the only one who sometimes succeeds in conveying a real understand- 
ing of the fact that we are part of a great whole and have an unbouaded 
responsibility. Ten years ago, when his position was strongest, the 
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war in Vietnam was going on, Earlier and more intensely than any other 
Furopean he had committed himself to freedom and to the Vietnamese people. 
He had been minister of culture during the big revolt year of 1968, de 
bated on education with the students during the occupation of the Corps 
House, and done battle against the so-called silent opinion. His moral 
commitment led him the right way most of the time. He took political 
risks, and made others appear cautious and timid, 


The situation is different today. Economically Sweden is in crisis, and 
the leader of the Social Democrats must act primarily as an economic poli- 
tician. When lalme appears as an almost possessed moralist in this réle, 
too, the consequences are sometimes catastrophic. 


How will we manage to meet competition? How can we save employment, the 
value of money, and buying power? What should be tied to the |cost of 
living] index? On such matters opinions differ widely, but the well-in- 
formed politician understands that in economic debates absolute truths 
are dangerous and restrains his cocksureness. "It is a pity that the 
stupid are so self-confident and the wise so full of doubts," said Ber- 
trand Russell. 


That formulation might well have been inspired by an economic debate. 


In the extraordinary session of the Riksdag, Palme gave the business on 
the agenda, 2 percent MOMS [value added tax], historic dimensions. His 
speech ranged over a wide field. He cited Paul Samuelsson, who warned 
against “capitalistic fascism,"' Friedrich von Hayek, who recently stated 
that "the market economy is based on the suppression of certain natural 
instinets in man," and John K. Galbraith, who exhorted the students at 
Berkely to choose community instead of egoism. With great pathos he at- 
tacked "'the me-ethics of egoism,'' which regards high taxes as a form of 
unfreedom. All that in a speech in which he was trying to motivate a 
"no" to an increased MOMS! He solved this argumentational difficulty by 
declaring that the bourgeois governments tax increase was "belt-tighten- 
ing policy in a 3-month perspective"! 


When Palme describes all the misfortunes the bourgeois economic policy has 
caused, it sounds about like the misrule propaganda in the 1940's, during 
the PHM time (PHM meant planned economy resistance). Thus Palme says, 

"A strong economy is collapsing; the picture of a new society is slowly 
emerging, a society more for the strong and the smart... The economic 
power of the few has grown stronger... The web that binds people together 
in a society threatens to tear apart... It is a society that shows signs 


of moral impairment... Thus the strong society crumbles to bits... And 
the ones hit are the ordinary wage-earners, who see their real wages 
diminishing... it is the pensioners and the sick... it is the children 


that are put through the wringer..." etc., etc. 


It is not a distant country that is under discussion here, and this great 
stone caster is assuredly not without sin. The crisis began when he 
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himself was prime minister, and the policy he has advocated since 1976 
does not provide the background of stability and realism that his severe 
lecture would demand, He is condemning the economic policy during 1979 
as too expansive, and that is right enough in itself. But when he at. 
tempts to show that the Social Democrats warned in good time, he can onl) 
back himself up with a newspaper article by a party official, and does 
not mention that he himself at the Kolmarden zoo promised away 1,5 bil 
lion kronar in a 100-day program for a new government (10 percent lower 
municipal tax, higher child allotments, etc.). When it comes to econom) 
he is just as weak as everybody else, although on the rostrum he sounds 
as infallible as the Holy Father in Rome.

ffext/ Seen from the viewpoint of the government parties the starti si- 
tion before the first SIFO /Swedish Institute for Public Opinion Polls/ poll 
this fall could doubtless have been better. 


Under heavy criticism -- or rather bombardment -- from the opposition part- 
les, the government has found it necessary to carry out an in substance not 
very drastic but nevertheless thoroughly noticeable measure of economic 
restraint. 


Against that background it might actually be said that the results of the 
SIFO barometer could have been worse. 


As you make your bed, so you must lie, as the saying goes. 


The fact that restraint has now become necessary -- for a government that 
wants to "conduct a responsible policy," as it is called -- is unfortunately 
the result of having neglected the implementation of proper measures as 
early as May-June. The national budget became too expansive. In the end 
the wage agreement reached a level far above the socioeconomic framework 
(resulting in an increased rate of inflation). 


To be sure, the Social Democrats to a large extent share the blame. They 
cheered for the expansion in spending during the spring, promoted party pol- 
itics in the collective bargaining and since then have conducted an openly 
opportunistic opposition policy. 


But it is, naturally, the government parties which have had to acknowledge 


the backlash in opinion resulting from the very unpopular decision to raise 
taxes. 


What is most striking in the SIFO poll, besides the continued decline of the 
Center Party, is the advance of the Social Democrats. 
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Since Febrvary of thie year, in © month., the party has inoreased fro 
about 42 percent te about 48 percent. That is a great deal, More detailed 
analyses after the 1979 election also show that the Social Democrats have 
gained voters from all parties, but in particular from the two center 


parties. 


The ewiteh of voters from the center to the Social Democrs:ic Party deserves 
further attention. 


What seems to have happened now oan be summed up in the phrase “the mal- 
content of dis , pointment.” 


There are some interesting trends among those who switched parties. 


i. ‘eo a large extent thie involves salaried employees who in sociological 
terme are called “middle class." They were the ones who turned against Olof 
Palme in the 1970's. But sinoe the 1979 election on the order of 5-7 per- 
cent have left the center, according to SIFO. 


Some, primar‘iy Liberal Party voters, have switched to the Conservatives, 
but for the moment the majority cast their votes for the Social Democrats. 


Why? Well, their disappointment over changes that failed to take place ‘» 
expressed in manifestations of discontent taking the form of a party switch, 
not because they ought to love Olof Palme, no, rather for lack of a polit- 
ical alternative. 


2. That brings us to the second interesting observation, which is directly 
reflected in the SIFO diagram. Look at the number of voters who say they 
have no affection for any particular party. This is increasing from 4 to 6 
percent, a very striking gain. 


This is what caused the Center Party to suffer more than the other parties. 


The bond which the opposition to nuclear power constituted no longer exists. 
The Center Party is now crumbling. That is underlined by, among other 
things, the fact that considerably more Center Party voters than others say 
that after the 1979 election they switched from their party to nothing. 


Here is an “environmental opinion” which none of the present parliamentary 
parties is capable of catching or getting involved with. 


Where will they go in 1952? 


At the moment it is largely a crisis of the Center Party and of Thorbdjorn 
Falldin. Sut perhaps it goes deeper than that -- perhaps it reflects a dis- 
satisfaction of a not inconsiderable minority with the entire present systen 
of party politics. 


The party -- if there is one -- that can “cope with” this unchanneled opin- 
ion in 1962 will have a good election.

He could also -- as both 
the SKANSKA DAGBLADET (Center Party) and the GOTEBORGS-POSTEN (independent 
liberal) say in their comments on SIFO -- briskly say that now it's time to 
fo on the offensive. 


The party secretary of the Center Party, Allan Petersson, has not yielded to 
any of these temptations in his comment on the election barometer published 
Sunday in the SVENSKA DAGBLADBT. It is not bad to be able to analyze the 
party's situation in such a balanced manner during a period of adversity. 


While the ARBETET (Social Democratic) -- where tactical stratagems are never 
lacking -- is dabbling with demands for Thorbdjorn Falldin's resignation ar 
Center Party leader and growing difficulties within the government, Allan 
Petersson simply observes that "a governing party must not allow itself to 
be ruled by public opinion figures or doubt its own role as governing party." 


This is an important observation. Since Thorbdjorn Falldin is the country's 
prime minister, the Center Party assumes a special responsibility for the 
government. This is why it is also important that the role of governing 
party is not questioned. 


The three parties in the Falldin government represent a broad spectrum of 
interests. It is natural that a pared-down public sector will appeal more 
lo Conservative voters than to many Center Party sympathizers. Despite 
this, Allan Petersson emphasizes, impopular measures as well must be given 
high priority in order to deal with the economic policy. In the long run 
more and more people will realize that the belt-tightening is inevitable. 
A great deal can be changed by election day in 1982. 
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‘he restrail.t policy and economy plan thus sho. .d not in the long run cause 
the Center arty any dramatic trouble. Dealing with the party's profile iu 
perhaps not equally simple. Government policy alone is not sufficient to 
win success, because three parties share the responsibility for that. The 
nuclear power iesue wil) never again be what it was even if energy policy 
must not be underestima ved, 


It was the Center Party that succeeded in winning over the many people who 
after moving within Sweden became what is generally called politically home- 
less at the new place of residence. In some way the party became a unifying 
link between co .try and city. Those who had just moved in continued to 
live in their old environment emotionally. Paradoxically speaking, the wave 
of moving which the Center Party fought so intensely became a party- 
political strength for it. 


'n a soclety of chinge there are constantly new issues which captivate peo- 
ple, however. [It is, of course, an exaggeration to characterize the Center 
Party ac a sero-issue party after the strong emotions over nuclear power 
have subsided. A broader range and a firmer direction of purpose are re- 
quired, however. There is obvious danger in the fact that the firebrands in 
the party's youth organization through their immature activities create and 
give the party a profile which causes voters to shy away and synpathizers 
not to recognize the Center Party on which they have learned to rely. 


Ailan Petersson now sets his hopes on the party program which is being 
worked out. There may be something to that. Nevertheless, one cannot dis- 
‘egard the fact that it was Thorbdjorn Falldin who headed the Center Party 
during the successful years as well. 


What he accomplishes as head of the government in the period before the 1962 
elect on could be of decisive importance to his party.

[iext/ Pensioners and homeowners will be squeezed nore 
than others in the government's economy plan. Food sub- 
sidies will be reduced -- except for milk -- and drugs 
will become more expensive, just as visits to the doctor. 
The economy plan amounts to 6.3 billion, of which nearly 
4 billion will affect subsidies and support to the house- 
holds. Several of the economy measures will not take 
full effect until 1 or 2 years from now, however. 


A campaign to save the standard of living. This is how the bourgeois party 
leaderships want to characterize the talked-about 7-billion economy package 
which was presented on Tuesday. The households will be affected by with- 
drawn subsidies of various kinds amounting to nearly 4 billion, and the 
hardest hit, calculated in crowns, will be the Departments of Housing and 
Social Affairs. 


The nearly 7 billion are a result in part from direct savings of 6.3 bil- 
lion, in part from the indirect tax increases which Parliament recently 
decided on. 


\s a comparison may be mentioned that the entire present budget comprises 4 
little over 200 million crowns with a calculated deficit of 55 billion. The 
now proposed savings will not take full effect until the next budget yoar 
which begins on 1 July 1961, or in certain cases not until 1982. 


The government will have to work with the same goals of economy for the bud- 
get for at least another 3 years, that is to say save at least one percent 
of the GNP, Economics Minister GostaBchman (Conservative) said at the press 
conference Tuesday. And coping with the large deficit in the exchange bal- 
ance with other countries will probably take all of the 1960's. 


Prime Minister Thorbdjorn Falldin observed that economic development in 
Sweden is heading in the wrong direction.

"We are living on an economic level which presumes borrowing abroad © an

We did not agree that Sweden is losing ite position as a country with a high 
standard of living. 


"The economy package only means a reduction in the rate of increase in the

Ac a example alldin used the pensioners, who will now be affected by cer- 
tain geners| changes in their benefits. The government expects to continue 
the expansion of pension supplements to retired people with no or little 
general retirement pension, that is to say those who are the poorest, he 
promised.

BOOKS DISCUSS PUTURE Or SOCIALIST MODEL IN SWEDEN

[Text] Ottar Brox, the Norwegian social anthropologist 
and economist, known forhis book "Strukturfascismen" 
[Structural Fascism], ‘as read two Swedish books argu- 
ing for an a.ternative Sweden. Brox thinks that the 
reform proposals unfortunately have small chances of 
being carried out. 


Swedish socialism is in the opposition, and this has stimulated Social 
emocratic self-criticism. The circumstance that Sweden seems about to 
lose its position as an ideal society for democratic socialists all over 
the world presumably has the same effect. From the outside, at any rate, 
it looks as if the debate on the left side about concrete reforms were 
far more vital in Sweden than in any other West European country. 


Nordal Akerman's book "Kan vi krympa Sverige?" [Can We Shrink Sweden’], 
Rabén § SjSgren, ca. 49 kronor, is an expanded Swedish version of an 
essay originally written as a contribution to an international symposium 
on alternative development possibilities. Like so much other current 
literature of social criticism, this book should be regarded as a reaction 
to the increasingly obvious fact that the Scandinavian welfare model is 
no longer working. 


\kerman begins with an exemplary brief and objective review of the growth 
criticismwhich caught on in “extremist” circles at the end of the 1960's 
and which, 10 years later, has almost become conventional wisdom. 


Ihe Scandinavian erowth model is not only incapable of preserving what is 
valuable in the “old society" and developing forms of production and 
organization that give everybody a reasonable influence on his own situa- 
tion. It is also obviously incapable of creating economic growth, and at 
tive same time the social problems that must be solved with the aid of 
public funds simply continue to increase. 
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Politically these problems result in a legitimacy crisis--what the state 
und the municipality do is no longer right and reasonable for the great 
majority--but also in a new wave of conservatism with a rebirth of short 
sighted egoism and resistance to the "socialists." At least in Norway 
Adam Smith has more adherents than every before. 


spontaneous Lxperiments 


{herman finds the inspiration for an alternative development in all the 
syontaneous experiments people all over the industrialized world are set 
ting in motion in countless numbers because they cannot wait for the whole 
society to change: 


"In smali or medium-sized groups they rebuild houses together, cultivate 
vegetab.es intensively, revive neighborhood shops, establish kindergartens, 
or start a free legal advice bureau. There are a multitude of such ex- 
periments to study." 


\Kkerman has great confideice in people's ability to organize themselves, 
and tor that reason it is cooperation and not detailed public planning 
that he expects most of. But he is in no sense an anarchist, and it soon 
hecomes apparent that h.s mocel presupposes a strong state. 


But in that connection he also formulates an important criticism of those 
who think that Sweden's problems are due to the Social Democrats' not hav- 
ing gone far enough "to the left" when they were in power. There is a 
tendency within the left to combine demands for far-reaching autonomy for 
as many groups as possible with state responsibility for seeing to it that 
the distribution of the community's goods is equitable to the millimeter. 
hat impossible combination reduces the leftist opposition's credibility. 


Coneretely, Akerman's alternative comprises a combination of many good 
proposals that others have made in various connections. It is based on 
the local community, which is an obscure, debated, ambiguous, and mis- 
used concept, but one that inevitably comes up in all discussion of the 
society of the future. 


\kerman would like to legalize and stimulate the informal economy (often 
called the "receiptless" economy in Sweden) in which people give cach 
other goods and especially render services for each other outside of the 
market. Por this purpose, among other things, cooperatives should be ex- 
panded for a multitude of tasks besides the functions they now have. 


Public contributions of the type of unemployment compensation are to be 
tied to a contribution in the local vicinity. People's spontaneous wishes 
to produce foodstuffs for themselves and others are to be facilitated, 
partiy by the conscious transfer of all land to the state. 


The author's combination of this and many other proposals give the impres- 
sion of being well-founded and offer stimulating reading for all who are 
interested in radical reform politics. For those who have no opportunity 
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tu tollow Swedish politics from day to day his analysis of the political 
obstacles to such reforms ts also particularly interesting, 


it may be reasonable to expect the most. as Akerman does, of the least 
technocratic parts of the Social Democratic Party and the least bourgeois 
parts of the Center Party, The book closes with a well-written piece of 
science fiction, a report dated 1990 on how it was possible to "shrink" 
Sweden in the 1980's,

The authors largely agree that the Social 
lwmocratic Party's crisis can be explained by the postwar theoretical and 
ideological deterioration within the party and the trade union movement, 
and they have dug up quotations from the fathers of the movement that al- 
most prove that not only Branting and Wigforss, but even Per Albin Hans- 
son never imagined any real coexistence with capitalism. 


Jan Lindhagen, in a well-written essay, analyzes the causes for the Social 
jemocratic Party's becoming a “prisoner of reform." What the movement's 
leftist critics readily forget is that the reason for the Social Demo- 

tic Party's power in the society is its réle as guarantor of continued 
growth of prosperity. Nevertheless, the authors say that there are alter-

for those who follow the development of Swedish society at a little dis- 
tance the book is full of interesting observations and stimulating argu- 
mentation, and it is impossible to do justice to al) the contributors in 
one article, 


Self-Administration 


Stig Tegle reports briefly and effectively On the limits set for social 
reforms by Sweden's international dependence. Lars-Frik Karlsson gives an 
interesting sketch of a specific system of self-administration in which 
workers' funds are combined with plant democracy and public planning. 

But the article is too compact to be able to serve as the starting point 
for a detailed and fruitful discussion. 


Ihe Social Democratic housing policy line is standing with its back to 
the wall both in Sweden and in Norway. Monica Andersson makes a heroic 
attempt to formulate the classical standpoints. But it is perhaps too 
late. 


Margareta Persson and Lasse Karlsson tell us a lot about what happens 
when a person reconciles himself to the fact the aims that were set up by 
the founders of the labor movement are being reformulated and "emended" 
and the technocracy that the movement has inherited is being given up.

WORK ON TENTATIVE CONSTITUTION CONTINUES 
[stanbul CUMHURIYET in Turkish 16 Sep 80 pp l, 7 


[Text] Ankara--Following the complete seizure of power by the Turkis 
Armed Forces an interim Constitution is expected to go into effect soon. 
it is reported that work on the interim Constitution is in progress and 
that it will be announced some time this week. 


Meanwhile, work is also under way on a new legal arrangement which, in 
accordance with a decision taken by the National Security Council, will 
expedite the judicial process. According to information obtained from 
circles close to the Council, a 20-member committee has been formed to 
carry out the work on this issue. It is reported that the committee is 
composed of military and civilian legal experts. The committee is chaired 
by Brig Gen Muzaffer Baskaynak, the Head of the Legal Department of the 
Ministry of National Defense. 


According to the information the Committee is working on a new arrangement 
which will speed up the hearing of cases in courts and ensure that ver- 
dicts are passed quickly. The laws being prepared are expected to go into 
effect soon, following the completion of the work aimed at expediting the 
judicial process. 


Gen Kenan Evren, the Head of State and the Chairman of the National Security 
Council, had said in his statement to the public on 12 September that "legal 
and administrative measures will be taken to ensure that courts made up 

of persons experienced and competent in the maintenance of law and order 

can pass quick and correct verdicts and implement them without fear." 


Committees Formed 


Meanwhile, in accordance with a series of decisicns taken by the National 
Security Council a large number of committees have been formed to work on 
future arrangements in various areas. These include National Education, 
Law, Press, and Economic committees. These committees have a mixed char- 
acter with their members being civilians and soldiers. 











Meanwhile, it has been announced that the National Security Council has 
authority to set up and dissolve Martial Law Military Courts and staff 
them, 


The decision on this issue was published in yesterday's Official Gazette. 
Resolution 6 of the National Security Council is as follows: 


"The National Security Council has the authority to set up and dissolve 
Martial Law Military Courts; to appoint to these courts the necessary 
numbers of Legal Counselors, Military Judges, Military Prosecutors and 
their aides and officer members; and to dismiss them if warranted." 


Martial Law Courts 


The National Security Council decision pertaining to the functions and 
authority of Martial Law Military Courts has been published in the Official 
Cazette. 


Resolution 7 of the National Security Council is as follows: 


"In Communique | martial law was declared in the entire country and in 
Communique 2 martial law regions were determined and designated. 


"lL. The military courts, the military prosecutor's offices and the legal 
counselor's offices set up under martial law commands before 12 September 
1980 will continue to perform their functions with existing personnel in 
a way that will cover the provinces mentioned in Communique 2. 


"2, The functions and the authority of the military prosecutor's offices 
and military courts of the martial law commands set up before 12 September 
1980 will continue to be in effect in connection with investigations and 
case files referred to these courts and offices. 


"3. Military courts will also be set up under the jurisdiction of the new 
martial law commands announced in Communiques 1 and 2. 


"4, In addition to crimes brought under the jurisdiction of martial law 
military courts by the statutes of Martial Law Act 1402, all crimes aimed 
against the Republic; the existence, the communiques, the decisions and 
the decrees of the National Security Council; the integrity, the indivisi- 
bility and independence of the nation and the country; national security; 
and the people's basic rights and freedoms shall be handled by martial law 
military courts. 


"5S, Till such time as military courts are set up under martial law commands 
and start functioning, military (prosecutors and military courts)--or if 
they do not exist (public prosecutors and civil courts)--at the location of 
the crime shall perform the functions of the military prosecutors and mili- 
tary courts of the Martial Law Command.

MILLIYET' CALLS POR BALANCED APPROACH TO LAW 
Latanbul MILLIYET in Turkish 30 Sep 80 p 1 


[Text] The National Security Council's legislative charter has been pub- 
lished in the Official Gazette and has gone into effect. Today the program 
of the Bulend Ulusu government is to be discussed in accordance with this 
charter and submitted for a vote of confidence... 


At a time when we are awaiting an interim constitution that will define the 
structure of a constituent assembly, the generation of a charter that sys- 
tematizes the National Security Council's legislative functions is an af- 
firmative step. In this way, even if the Council has only five members and 
even though the military decree system is in force, the Council members de- 
termination to adhere to a strict legal system has been confirmed. Both the 
Turkish people and the world have confidence that this determination in the 
ultimate stage will yield a constitutional government predicated upon a 
multi-party democratic system. In fact we are witnessing speedy steps being 
taken toward this goal... and not even a month has passed since 12 September. 
Nonetheless, a government has been formed and its program announced. 


The rules to be followed in discussing the program of the Bulend Ulusu 
government are, according to the charter, as follows: 


\ discussion of the program will be opened in the National Security Council. 
At the conclusion of the discussions the government will be submitted to a 
vote of confidence that requires a simple majority of Council members, mean- 
ing just three votes will suffice. 


As we said at the outset, the promulgation of such a charter is the sign of 
positive action and confirms the National Security Council's determination 
to abide by the law. As a result the Turkish Republic has not become a bar- 
baric state.... Even at a time when democracy and a constitutional system 
have been necessarily been suspended, the state mechanism continues to func- 
tion in obevance to the rules. 


So at this juncture we must henceforth remember--as we have done in the 
pa.t--the need to keep in mind the balance between form and substance in 
legal regulations. 
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When examining it trom this perspective, the discussicona on the vote of 
confidence to be held today bear upon that facet of constitutional law 
regarding form--that is, procedure, Concepts like "vote of confidence” 
and "simple majority" are procedures applicable to multi-member assemb! ies 
and parliamentary systems, Although having a bicameral legislative body, 
there is no vote of confidence ever in the American presidential system, 


Despite all this, the members of the National Security Council are unanimous 
on their goals, Moreover, the senior military command among them is com- 
posed of five officers dedicated to sacrifice and pledged to the country, 

In this regard the Turkish nation anticipates that the Ulusu program will 
not be subjected to negative criticiom during the discussions, 


we believe that henceforth the National Security Council, which rescued the 
country from impasse and a covert war, will keep general principle: of the 
law in the forefront. We must bear in mind the need for procedure and form 
but we must not be bogged down by it.

COURS RULES ON MILITARY-CIVIL JURISDICTION 
Istanbul MILLI GAZETE in Turkish 2 Oct 80 pp 1, 7 


|\Text| The Court of Jurisdictional Disputes has ruled that military judges 
will hear cases in which the crimes are in common with or generally related 
to those adjudicated by military courte, 


Appearing among the Court's rulinge-<the provisions of which relating to 

the various cases put before the Court being published in the Official 
Gavette yeaterday--the statute states that “cases will be heard by military 
judges in which the crimes are in common with or generally related to those 
that fall under the jurisdiction of the martial law courts and which are 
committed for political or ideological reasons or force the declaration of 
martial law. The Court also ruled that civil judges must hear cases issuing 
from crimes that are not committed for political or ideological reasons nor 
in common with or related to those forcing the declaration of martial law. 


Court members Fethi Ozdural, Servet Tugun, Iemet Onur, and Hakki Muderrisog!u 
opposed the ruling dealing with submitting to military judges cases for 
crimes related to those tried in martial law courts. They wrote rebuttles 

to this effect, Court members Ismail Oguz and Esref Tolunguc opposed the 
ruling dealing with submitting to civil judges crimes not committed for 
political or ideological reasons nor which are in common with or generally 
related to those forcing the declaration of martial law. 


In one of the Court's decisions, it ruled there was insufficient evidence 
on file to substantiate the charge that Mustafa Yurdakul, a student at 
Adivaman High School, by not paving attention in class and writing, “Down 
with the Turks, long Live revolution,” on his desk had committed any crime 
in common with or generally related to those under the jurisdiction of 
martial law courts or that the act was politically or ideologically moti- 
vated. The case is therefore to be heard before civil judges.
